FIVE IN ORDNANCE 
CASE BLAME THEIR 


BUSSESFORLAXITY 


Indicted Men Not Satis- 
fied With Work, They 
Say, but Cite Attitude 
of Superiors. 


ONE ASSERTS RULES 
WERE CONFUSING 


Another Says He Com- 


plained to F. B. I. and 
Ordnance Agency but 
‘They Shushed Me Up.’ 


Five of the 10 indicted present 
or former workmen at the United 
States Cartridge Co., in statements 
to the Post-Dispatch today, said 
they had not been satisfied with 
their inspection of cartridges 
there, but in most instances attrib- 
uted the laxity they said existed to 
their immediate supervisors, 

Those indicted, who worked in 
two of the eight production units 
at the plant, were charged with 
conspiracy to defraud the United 
States by passing ammunition 
without proper inspection; with 
the fraud itself, and eight of them, 
with sabotage. All were employed 
in Buildings 105 or 102 of the im- 
mense St. Louis Ordnance Plant, 
which produces .30 and .50 caliber 
machine gun ammunition. 

Capiases for the arrest of the 
defendants were issued _ today. 
Bond was fixed at $2000 on each 
charge. Several of the defendants 
are named in more than one indict- 
ment with the result that two will 
be required to furnish bond of 
$6000, and two bond of $4000. 

The Federal grand jury, in a sep- 
arate presentment to the court 
yesterday seid that it had found 
that orders for “infractions” did 
not originate at any higher point 
of responsibility than the positions 
held by those indicted, but added: 
“Certainly the environment for 
such infractions was countenanced 
by both the contractor (United 
States Cartridge Co.) and ord- 
nance (the plant operates under 
the supervision of the War De- 
partments ordnance division) in 
the inefficiencies of operation.” 

Confusion in Procedure. 

One of those indicted, Paul E. 
Thaller, formerly general inspector 
in Building 105, asserted there was 
confusion in the inspection pro- 
cedure and said his assistant, Miro 
Brda, “time after time” sought 
clarification of the rules from 
their superiors, but was unsucceSss- 
ful. But, he added: 

“I'll stake my knowledge of .50 
caliber ammunition against any- 
body’s. If I thought one of the 
rejected skids (truckloads) was 
o. k. I'd send it through. The 
charges against me appear to be 
charges against my judgment.” 

Thaller, who lives at 5718A Theo- 
dosia avenue, is now employed at 
an electric company. Brda, who 
lives at 9530 Lydell drive, Affton, 
now works for the Busch-Sulzer 
Bros. Diesel Engine Co. 

Says He Was “Shushed Up.” 

Brda said that before there was 
any public criticism of operations 
at the ordfhance plant, he went to 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and to the War Department’s

RAIL OPERATING MEN MAKE 
NEW PROPOSAL ON PAY RISE 


Meet With Carriers’ 


Representatives After 


Phoning Byrnes Following Rejection 
of Roosevelt Offer. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Leaders of five railroad operating 
brotherhoods today completed the 
draft of a counter-proposal for 
settling their wage dispute and 
averting a strike called for Dec. 30. 


These brotherhoods, which orig- 
inally asked for a minimum in- 
crease of $3 a day, reduced this to 
64 cents (eight cents and hour) in 
the counter-proposal, but added 
demands for paid vacations, over- 
time after 40 hours for yardmen, 
and away-from-home expenses for 
roadmen. 

The overtime plan would add 
$3.91 a week to the top bracket 
yardmen. Roadmen estimate their 
away-from-home expenses average 
$25 a month. 

Spokesmen for the operating 
unions went into a conference this 
afternoon with representatives of 
the carriers after submitting their 
new proposal] to the White House 
by telephone. 

Presumably James F. Byrnes, 
War Mobilization Director, to 


whom the plan was outlined at 
the White House, suggested the 
meeting between the management 
representatives and the union 
leaders. 

Fifteen other brotherhoods rep- 
resenting more than a million non- 
operating rail employes have joined 
the operating unions in calling a 
strike for Dec. 30, but up until 
early this afternoon there had been 
no Government intervention in the 
“non-op” case. 

Mayor Fiorella La Guardia of 
New York conferred here during 
the day with leaders of both the 
operating and non-operating unions 
to survey the possibility of main- 
taining supplies of essential food 
and fuel for his city in the event 
the threatened rail strike materi- 
alizes, 

The “non-op” strike call went out 
yesterday as the White House at- 
tempted to avert a rail transporta- 
tion tie-up.

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NEAR ZERO COLD 
COMING IN TONIGHT 
ON BITING WIND 


Wave May Be More Severe 
Than Last Week’s, but Will 
Be Tempered by Christmas. 


Bitter cold weather is headed 
for St. Louis. again today, and 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
has predicted an overnight tem- 
perature drop to a point between 
zero and five above. 

The cold wave, which may be 
more severe than the one last 
week, which set a mark for the 
season to date of one degree above 
zero early Dec. 15, will come on 
the heels of a penetrating 22-mile- 
an-hour wind, Wahlgren said. To- 
day’s high temperature probably 
will be in the upper 20s, following 
this morning’s low of 24 at 6 a, m. 

There is no snow immediately 
in sight. And, Wahlgren said, the 
chances are this year’s Christmas 
will be brown, as usual, not white. 
In fact, he added, Christmas prob- 
ably won't be very cold because 
indications are temperatures will 
begin to rise late Friday. 


OPA HOLIDAY GIFT: 
EXTRA RATION OF 
5 POINTS FOR PORK 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
The OPA has made spare ration 
stamp No. 1 good for five points 
worth of spare ribs—or an equal 
value of other pork products, in- 
cluding ham and bacon. 

Pork is glutting the market. The 
OPA explained that the temporary 
validation of a special stamp in 
Book Four provided the “simplest 
and most effective manner for get- 
ting the unexpectedly large civilian 
supply of pork into the hands of 
the housewife.” 

The extra ration is good only 
until 12:01 a. m., Jan. 2. Agency 
surveys show that the average per- 
son spends 11 or 12 of his 16 week- 
ly ration points for meats. With 
the loins and other choice cuts of 
pork at 4 points, a family of five, 
using the new spare stamp, tem- 
porarily will be able to buy at a 
rate of about 20 pounds a week. 
Of the cheaper cuts, such as shoul- 
ders, the family could buy about 
40 pounds a week.

GERT VON GONTARD 
ACCUSED OF PLOT 
10 EVADE DRAFT 


Grandson of Adolphus 
Busch, Arrested in New 
York With 3 Said to 
Have Helped Him. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Gert Hans von Gontard, alias 
George Grant, 37-year-old grand- 
son of the late Adolphus Busch, St. 


Louis brewer, and three others 
were named today in a Federal 
complaint charging conspiracy~to 
keep Von Gontard from military 
service, 

Named with Von Gontard in the 
complaint, which was opened by 
United States Commissioner Gar- 
rett W. Cotter, were: 

Francis Xavier Grottano, former 
New York City detective and now 
a lieutenant in Army Intelligence 
at Governor’s Island; Dr. Arnold 
Aaron Hutschnecker, New York 
physician who was accused of fak- 
ing medical history which won 
draft deferment for Yon Gontard, 
and Michael Mangano, operator of 
the G. M. Uniform Co., which 
makes army uniforms for the War 
Department. 

The four, all from New York, 
now are under arrest. 

The complaint also named John 
Edward Wilson, chief clerk of Lo- 
cal Draft Board No. 20, as a co- 
conspirator. A warrant for him 
has been issued, — 

Von Gontard, arraigned before 
the commissioner, was released in 
$1500 bail pending action by the 
Federal grand jury. Grottano was 
held in bail of $1500 and Dr. 
Hutschnecker in bail of $1000. All 
were scheduled for preliminary 
hearings Jan. 5. 

The complaint specifically ac- 
cused the four of conspiracy to 
make false statements and with 
being parties to making false 
statements to indicate the nonlia- 
bility of Von Gontard for military 
service.

Assistant United States Attorney 
J. Gerard Cregan, who filed the 
complaint, said Von Gontard was 
a native of Germany and became 
a citizen through the naturaliza- 
tion of one of his parents. 

He said Von Gontard, while in 
New York, discussed with Grot- 
tano the possibility of forming a 
company to manufacture Army 
uniforms, in order to keep him- 
self out of the Army.

Military Leaders Confer 
Personally for First 
Time Since Beginning 


of the War. 


STAFF CHIEF SEES 
‘NIMITZ, HALSEY 


Stops at South and Cen- 
tral Pacific Bases on 
Flight to U. S. From 
Middle East. 


ARMY HEADQUARTERS, Cen- 
tral Pacific, Dec. 22 (AP). — Gen. 
George C. Marshall, chief of staff 
of the United States Army, has 
held his first personal conference 


since the war began with Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur at the latter’s 
Southwest Pacific headquarters, it 
was disclosed today. 

(Word of this visit and subse- 
quent conferences between Mar- 
shall and military leaders at other 
Pacific bases was withheld pend- 
ing the safe return of the Chief 
of Staff to the United States. His 
arrival at San Francisco by plane 
was announced yesterday, 

(A dispatch from Los Angeles 
said Gen. Marshal] had left today 
en route to Washington after con- 
ferring there yesterday with offi- 
cials of the film and aircraft in- 
dustries, and expressing to them 
his appreciation of thelr wartime 
services.) 

Marshall, participant in recent 
Allied military councils held at 
Cairo and Teheran, flew along the 
entire line from the Southwest Pa- 
cific to the Central Pacific, con- 
ferring with Generals and Ad- 
mirals, American and Australian. 

In the South Pacific he visited 
Adm. William F. Halsey, com- 
mander in. that theater, and Lt. 
Gen, Millard F. Harmon, com- 
mander of Army forces under Hal- 
sey, then proceeded to Honolulu 
for a meeting with Adm. Chester 
Nimitz, commander in chief of the 
Pacific Fleet, and Lt. Gen. Robert 
C. Richardson Jr., commander of 
the Central Pacific Army forces. 

Met on New Guinea Island. 

Marshall and MacArthur met on 
an island north of New Guinea 
Dec. 15, the day that troops of 
Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger’s Sixth 
American Army landed at Arawe, 
New Britain. 

Marshall made the trip from the 
Middle East via India aboard a 
Douglas transport plane, and be- 
fore flying northward from New 
Guinea to MacArthur’s advanced 
headquarters he conferred with the 
Australian General, Sir Thomas A. 
Blamey, commander of _ Allied 
ground forces in the Southwest 
Pacific, and Lt. Gen. George C. 
Kenney, Allied air commander in 
that theater. 

He met the press corps in an off- 
the-record conference during which 
he frankly answered a barrage of 
questions.

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CHURCHILL IMPROVES RAPIDLY; 
DAILY BULLETINS DISCONTINUED 


Prime Minister Sends Congratula- 
tions to R. A. F. for Recent 
Big Attacks. 

LONDON, Dec. 22 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill has made such 
rapid strides toward recovery that 
Daily bulletins on his condition 
have been discontinued, the Min- 
istry of Information said today. 

Churchill, whose illnéss was an- 
nounced Dec, 16, has sent to the 
Royal Air Force Bomber Command 
his commendation for recent at- 
tacks on Germany.

SYDNEY, Dec. 22 (AP). — The 
Commonwealth Government does 
not take seriously any reports Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur is planning a

DROVES OF ALLIED 
AIR CRAFT KEEP UP 


American Heavies Strike 
for Bremen Area Again 
—Lighter Planes May 
Be After Nazi Rocket 


Gun Emplacements.

LONDON, Dec. 22 (AP).—For 
the fifth time in two weeks Amer- 
ican heavy bombers and fighters 
ranged into Northwestern Ger- 
| many in daylight today while a 
constant stream of medium and 
light bombers poured across the 
Channel for the third straight day, 
headed for undisclosed targets in 
Northern France. 

The big bombers of the Eighth 


United States Air Force, after a 
one-day layoff, headed right back 
for the same section where on 
Monday 500 bombers attacked 
Bremen, submarine and shipbuild- 
ing center. It appeared to be new 
evidence of the intention to neu- 
tralize the effectiveness of this re- 
gion to the Nazi war effort. 

It was the seventh heavy oper- 
ation of the month for the Amer- 
icans and. kept. the great 
offensive which opened Monday. 

May Be After Rocket Pits. 

In addition, waves of Allied 
bombers swept toward the Pas de 
Calais region, presumably to at- 
tack targets which were hit yes- 
terday and Monday and which have 
been described only as military in- 
stallations. Neutral reports have 
suggested that the Germans may 
have extensive rocket gun emplace- 
ments in that French area. 

All morning and during most of 
the afternoon, big formations of 
medium and light bombers, escort- 
ed by masses of fighters, winged 
through the brilliant sunshine 
across Dover Strait, returning 
about 30 minutes later. 

Today’s activity followed a series 
of blows by Royal Air Force 
Mosquito bombers against unspeci- 
fied targets in Western Germany 
last night and massive raids Mon- 
day*and Tuesday in which, it was 
estimated, 3000 Allied planes par- 
ticipated. 

Principal targets in Monday’s and 
Tuesday's raids were Frankfurt, 
which the R, A. F. attacked with 
2000 tons of bombs, while a diver- 
sionary force struck at the Mann- 
heim-Ludwigshafen area with an 
additional 300 tons, and Bremen, 
plastered by 1200 tons dropped in 
precision attacks by United States 
heavy bombers, 

The Mannheim-Ludwigshafen at- 
tack effectively sucked in swarms 
fof Nazi night fighters which 
dashed across Germany from de- 
fensive concentrations around Ber- 
lin.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, AL- 
GIERS, Dec. 22 (AP).—American 
Fifth Army infantry, bolstered by 
heavy artillery and mortar fire, 
captured several new heights and 
reached the outskirts of San Vit- 


tore on the road to Rome today, 
while the British Eighth Army bat- 
tled the Germans with tanks and 
infantry in the streets of Ortona. 

American and French troops 
along the northeastern mountain- 
ous sector of the Fifth Army front 
were reported attacking the vil- 
lages of Acquafondata, five miles 
west of Filignano, and Cardito, 
four miles north of Acquafondata, 
after occupying a high point in the 
Mount Casole region in their push 
westward toward Cassino. 

The announcement that the 
French forces under Gen. Pierre 
Juin were participating in the at- 
tack in this sector was the first 
disclosure of the location of the 
French whose presence on Italian 
soil was announced last week. 

The French, who have been 
struggling for the past three days 
for possession of a vital mountain 
pass, were reported to have taken 
the southern half.

LONDON, Dec. 22 (AP). — Gen. 
Dwight D, Eisenhower under pres- 
ent circumstances—always subject 
to change—is now leading the 


field for the job of Allied com- 
mander-in-chief for the ‘western 
invasion. This would leave the 
developing campaign for the Med- 
iterranean theater generally in 
British hands. 

The victor of North Africa and 
Sicily has come to the forefront 
despite earlier reports that Gen. 
George C. Marshall had initially 
been picked for the great com- 
mand, 

The impression here is that both 
had been found acceptable by su- 
preme Allied leaders at the Teher- 
an conference, but that since then 
American considerations have 
raised Gen. Eisenhower to the No. 
1 choice, 

In the beginning Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s prospects seemed to suf- 
fer from some fear that his ap- 
pointment would create an impres- 
sion—however false—that the Ital- 
ian and Mediterranean war would 
be wholly subordinated, 

Against this objection these con- 
siderations now are offered: 

1. Some British general such as 
Sir Harold Alexander, veteran of 
years of action in that theater and 
always closely associated with Gen. 
Eisenhower and his methods, could 
take over with a minimum disrup- 
tion of plans. 

2. In Italy and in the Mediter- 
ranean generally the preponder- 
ance of Allied forces—both aground 
and at sea—is British. 

3. It has been widely said here 
that after the first shock of the 
Allied western landings, the armies 
on the new front are going to be 
predominantly American. 

4. The Mediterranean, in the long 
view, is a greater preoccupation of 
Britain than of America and by a 
variety of circumstances is likely 
to become more and more of a 
British show as time goes on.

Liquidation of Nazis’ 
Kherson Bridgehead — 


Germans Attacking 
Strongly in 3 Sectors. 


LONDON, Dec. 22 (AP).—The 
Russian Baltic Army, surging for- 
ward unchecked, has advanced an- 
other five miles and now stands 


‘only 15 miles from the Nazi fort- 


ress city of Vitebsk, Reuters re 
ported today from Moscow. 
Encirclement of this enemy 
stronghold thus became hourly 
more imminent, 
Thus thrust and a companion 
drive toward the important rail 


junction of Polotsk, 60 miles to 
the west of Vitebsk, threatened the 
stability of the entire German line 
defending the Baltic states. 

A Russian communique earlier 
had reported the forces of Gen. 
Ivan C. Bagramian within 20 miles 
of Vitebsk from the north through 
capture of Gribali and less than 
25 miles away to the east. 

His troops, storming down from 
Nevel yesterday, blasted their way 
through a 50-mile gap in deep Ger- 
man defenses, capturing more than 
100 villages and leaving 1600 Ger- 
man dead in their wake. 

Other columns, swinging ovt te 
the west, were within 35 miles of 
Polotsk, fall of which would se 
riously weaken communications 
between the German northern and 
central armies and possibly fored 
retirement of the Nazis’ left flank 
along the shores of the Gulf of 
Finland from the Leningrad area, 


Nazi Reinforcements. 


A dispatch from Moscow by As- 
sociated Press correspondent Eddy 
Gilmore said the Germans had 
moved in fresh tank forces and 
large numbers of bombers and 
fighters in an attempt to hold 
Vitebsk. 

He quoted the newspaper Pravda 
as saying Russian planes in groups 
of 100 were attacking German 
tanks and defense points. 

The Berlin radio admitted the 
Russians had intensified their 
pressure in the Vitebsk area, at- 
tacking day and night with in- 
creasing strength, and the German 
communique reported the outbreak 
of heavy Soviet attacks in a new 
sector—northwest of Nevel. 


Kherson Threatened. 

At the extreme southern end of 
the 800-mile-long battlefront, Rus- 
sian armies liquidated the Nazi 
bridgehead on the south bank of 
the Dnieper opposite Kherson, near 
the river’s mouth, and dispatches 
said a full-scale attack against the 
city itself was expected momen- 
tarily. Berlin had announced Mon- 
day the evacuation of the bridge- 
head. 

During liquidation of the Kher- 
son bridgehead, more than 2000 
Germans were killed in a three- 
day battle, the Russians said, and 
21 enemy tanks, 78 field guns and 
enormous stocks of war gear were 
destroyed. Prison cages were filled 
to capacity, the communique 
added.

ADVANCED ALLIED HEAD- 
QUARTERS, New Guinea, Dec. 22 
(AP).—An empty Allied convoy, 
attacked in daylight off Huon 
Peninsula, shot down 14 Japanese 
planes with antiaircraft fire and 


probably destroyed six others, it 
Was announced today by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 

One small American craft of ap- 
proximately 200 tons was sunk by 
a direct hit. Other damage to the 
Allied ships was minor. 

(The Tokyo radio broadcast a 
communique today saying that 
Japanese aircraft had sunk nine 
Allied transports and two cruisers 
in an attack yesterday on a con- 
voy off Cape Merkus, New Britain. 
Whether this claim referred to the 
action reported by MacArthur 
could not be determined. 

(Further details of the alleged 
attacks on the Allied convoys off 
Cape Merkus, as broadcast by the 
Tokyo radio and recorded in New 
York, said that other transports 
and warships were damaged by 
Japanese naval planes and that a 
large “number of Allied landing 
craft were destroyed.) 


7 Jap Ships Hit by Planes. 

Seven Japanese merchantmen 
were hit in Allied air attacks in 
the Kavieng, New Ireland, area 
and in Rabaul, New Britain, har- 
bor, with one definitely sunk and 
four others set afire. 

The Japanese sent up 50 fighters 
to oppose the Rabaul attack, losing 
four to an equal Allied loss of 
fighters. 

An enemy reconaissance plane 
was shot down over Eleanora Bay, 
on the north coast of New Britain. 

The Cape Gloucester area of 
Western New Britain received 189 
tons of Allied bombs. 

MacArthur’s communique. re- 
ported that ground action at 
Arawe, New Britain, where the 
Americans invaded last week, has 
died down, The Americans secured 
the air strip there Sunday. 

The Australians continued their 
advance on the Huon Peninsula, 
New Guinea, where they had driv- 
en the Japanese across the Masa- 
wang River. 

Japanese bombers did minor 
damage in attacks on Allied in- 
stallations on Kiriwina and Good- 
enough, islands off the New Gui- 
nea coast. 

8 Liberators Lost in Marshalls. 

From the Central Pacific, the 
loss of three Army Seventh Air 
Force Liberators in a raid Mon- 
day on the Japanese new air base 
at Taroa in the Marshall Islands 
was reported—the largest loss of 
heavy bombers in a single day’s 
raid to date on that area. 

Indicative of Japanese air re- 
inforcements in that area, the at- 
tackerg encountered 30 Zero in- 
terceptors. Four were destroyed 
and five others probably shot down. 

Taroa ia in the Maloelap atoll 
which the Army bombers had 
pounded only the day before, run- 
ning into 25 interceptors and prob- 
ably downing seven of them with- 
out loss, 

Monday's raiders started fires 
and explosions among hangars and 
storage depots with about 25 tons 

: of bombs. 

In the Northern Solomons, addi- 
tional troops as well as thousands 
of tons of military supplies and 
equipment are arriving in forward 
areas in the American campaign to 
capture Bougainville Island, R. 
Adm. Theodore S. Wilkinson, com- 
mander of South Pacific amphib- 
ious forces, disclosed yesterday. 

Wilkinson, in an interview, said 
troops, along with thousands of 
tons of military supplies and equip- 
ment, and food, were arriving in 
forward areas each week “without 
serious interruption.” 

His announcement followed a 
statement by Secretary of the 
Navy Knox yesterday that the 
Japanese appeared to be moving 
out of Southern Bougainville in an 
effort to concentrate their forces 
in the northern part of the island. 

American naval and air units 
have maintained a blockade in a 
campaign to sever the 25,000 troops 
estimated to be on Bougainville, 
and the 10,000 thought to be on 
Buka, at the northern tip of Bou- 
gainville from the Japanese life- 
line to Truk and the empire. 


NAZIS USING NEW TYPE TANK 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP).—A 
Transocean dispatch . broadcast 
from Berlin last night said Ger- 
man armored units on the eastern 
front were employing Panther 
tanks as well as the 60-ton Tigers 
against the Russians. 

The Panther was described as a 
heavy tank—which might be any 
weight above “30 tons—but the 
broadcast gave no further details.

home from the twin target, they 
saw the Nazi fighters racing fran- 


tically back to the main target at 
Frankfurt, but the Nazis were too 
late to save the great rubber, 
chemical and electrical center of 
approximately 500,000 population 
from its heaviest attack. 

The city was outlined by a huge 
oval of pathfinders’ flares when 
the main attacking force arrived, 
the Afr Ministry said. For 100 
miles into the target, their way 
had been lit by the flares loosed 
by the German fighters which flew 
high overhead without attacking. 
When the 8000-pound blockbust- 
ers, smaller bombs and incendiaries 
crashed within the pathfinders’ 
ring of flames, the city was light- 
ed up by flames. There was one 
explosion, followed by red flames, 
as if some great store of chemicals 
had been hit, which shot columns 
of black smoke nearly five miles 
into the air. 

Reports of hot aerial combat 
came mainly from the Mannheim- 
Ludwigshafen force, further indi- 
cating that .the Germans were 
fooled into concentrating their de- 
fense there. One group of Lan- 
casters reported five battles in 15 
minutes. 

The Frankfurt attack com- 
pressed into 30 minutes of bomb- 
ing came in the early evening 
Monday night, and then the 
R. A, F. pulled another trick, send- 
ing swarms of Mosquitoes darting 
into the same region later to drive 
the inhabitants of Frankfurt back 
into the shelters in fear of a new 
attack. 

The United States Eighth Air 
Force announced last night that 
more than 500 heavy bombers, with 
the largest fighter escort ever used, 
were in on the Bremen raid Monday 
and that they sent approximately 
1200 tons of bombs crashing on 
the Nazi port and U-boat base. 
The number of fighters used was 
not specified. 

Only three times before had 
more bomb tonnage been dropped 
by United States planes on a sin- 
gle target city in one day. The 
500-bomber figure also has been 
topped on three United States 
raids, possibly by as many as 100. 

An announcement by the Eighth 
Air Force hinted that Allied air 
chiefs, in contrast with “oblibera- 
tion” bombing which wiped out the 
neighboring port of Hamburg, are 
trying to see if Bremen can be 
eliminated from the German war 
effort by a number of precision 
raids. 

“It ig pointed out,” the an- 
nouncement said, “that scattered 
war industries supported by a city 
of Bremen’s size (340,000) best 
could be eliminated by a series of 
attacks.” 

Reconnaissance pictures showed 
that the attack Monday inflicted 
severe damage in port areas and 
nearby rail yards, with a direct hit 
being scored on workshops and 
other facilities in the main ship 
yard. Several buildings were de- 
stroyed in the warehouse area and 
two of the three major factories of 
the Bogard armored vehicle works 
were set afire.

Evidence that Allied bombings 
are paying dividends on the bat- 
tlefront was reported yesterday by 
an Allied military commentator 
just returned to Algiers from the 
front.

‘Huns of the Air’ and 
Promises Retaliation for 


U. S.-British Raids.

‘LONDON, Dec. 22 (AP). — 
Threats of reprisal against ‘Allied 
war prisoners came out of Ger- 
many today as Nazi propagandists 
worked up indignation against the 
Kharkov trials and Paul Joseph 
Goebbels called British arid Amer- 
ican aviators “Huns of the air.” 

DNB, the official German news 
agency, said in a broadcast state- 


ment on the Soviet trials that Nazi 
military courts would “soon deal 
with those British and American 
prisoners who are guilty of a se- 
rious breach of international law.” 
Goebbels told Berlin police and 
air raid protection officials that 
further attacks on the German 
capital must be expected, but that 
“one day our evergrowing anti- 
aircraft defenses and future retal- 
iation will make an end to the ac- 
tivities of the Huns of the air.” 


Call Flyers Gangsters, 


Ugly hints of measures to be taken 
against captured airmen were 
closely connected with a German 
press campaign against American 
flyers imprisoned after the Nov. 26 
raid on Emden and accused of 
having “Murder Incorporated” 
written on their uniforms. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Swiss 
newspaper Neue Zurcher Zeitung 
claimed that the planes of an en- 
tire squadron were so lettered and 
that another squadron called itself 
“Home Block Busters.” 

This referred to the practice of 
American airmen giving their big 
bombers names, often facetious, 
such as Suzy Q, Whodat and Wab- 
bit Twacks., 

The bombed and battered Nazis 
are screeching that the names of 
some of the planes prove that 
gangsters control the American air 
force, 


Assail Kharkov Trial. 


In seizing on the Kharkov trials 
for further justification of Ger- 
man brutality, a Nazi foreign of- 
fice spokesman claimed the trials 
were agreed on in principle at the 
Teheran conference, so the “Brit- 
ish and Americans share the re- 
sponsibility,” Swedish press re- 
ports said. 

DNB’s official statement speci- 
fically accused President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill of 
associating themselves with the 
Kharkov proceedings and likened 
those proceedings to “medieval 
witch trials.” 

Three Germans and a Russian 
traitor, who admitted at their trial 
before a Kharkov military court 
that they had committed and wit- 
nessed numerous acts of atrocities 
against Russian civilians and sol- 
diers, were hanged Sunday in 
Kharkov’s public square, 


LIBERATOR WITH TAIL CUT OFF 
GOES ON AND BOMBS BREMEN 


AT A U. 8. BOMBER BASE IN 
BRITAIN, Dec. 22 (AP). — The 
Liberator El Bobo bombed Bre- 
men Monday after its tail had 
been chopped off—and the crew 
does not Know yet how its hap- 
pened. 

“I felt a slight jar,” said the 
pilot, Lt. John B. Peyton of Chi- 
cago.

Reported Repulsed — 
Foe’s Losses Put at 40,- 
000 in Two Months. 


LONDON, Dec. 22. (AP).—Mar- 
shall "osip (Tito) Broz’s Partisan 
army of 250,000 men, battling+Ger- 
man and collaborationist forces 
twice its size, has taken to the of- 
fensive on every sector of Yugo- 
slavia’s irregular battlefront, a 
communique from the Yugoslav 
—— of Liberation announced to- 
ay. 

The enemy forces, spearheaded 
by the German 373d Division, 
struck back with large-scale as- 
saults in Croatia in an effort to 
regain the initiative, the com- 
munique said, but Tito’s Seventh. 
Division decisively thwarted the 
enemy thrusts. 

A Moscow, broadcast, meanwhile, 
said Hitler’s casualties in his ef- 
forts to clear’ his Balkan flank 
totaled 40,000 in October and No- 
vember alone, including 16,000 
killed and 11,000 prisoners. 

German Claims. 

German broadcasts heard in 
Cairo claimed the capture last 
Sunday of the Bosnian town of 
Jajce, described as Tito’s head- 
quarters. The report said Tito 
and his government were in flight. 
There was no confirmation of this 
enemy report. 

A Transocean dispatch, also 
broadcast by Berlin, reported Hit- 
ler’s puppet forces in Eastern Bos- 
nia had captured 27 tanks and two 
antitank guns from Tito’s forces. 

The dispatch listed Tito’s losses 
since the opening of the present 
Bosnian campaign as 2926 killed, 
4000 wounded and 2800 captured. 
Croat (Nazi) units in the same pe- 
riod lost 106 killed, 3335 wounled 
and seven missing, the dispatch 
added. 

Second Son of Ribar Killed. 

A Cairo dispatch said Col. Ivan 
Ribar, 26-year-old son of Dr. Ivan 
Ribar, President of the Yugoslav 
National Council for Liberation, 
had been killed by a bomb dropped 
from a German plane as he was 
preparing to leave Yugoslavia to 
confer with Allied ‘military leaders 
in Alexandria last month. He was 
the second son of Dr. Ribar to die 
within a month. 

Another Cairo dispatch said 
warring Greek guerrillas have 
been urged by Premier Tsouderos 
to stop fighting among themselves 
because German occupation forces 
are merely waiting to “strike a 
deadly blow at the small remnants 
of you—if any are.left.” 

“Only those who agree and unite 
will be considered a part of the 
army of the Middle East,” the 
chief of the Greek Government-in- 
exile said in a broadcast to his 
homeland. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
The United States Government, 
confronted with the question of 
recognition of the new government 
of Bolivia, wants to know if any 
“outside influence unfriendly to 


the Allied cause” had any part in 
the coup which overthrew Presi- 
dent Enrique Penaranda. 

This was made plain today by 
Secretary of State Hull. 

Asked at his press conference to 
define hia attitude toward recogni- 
tion of the new government at La 
Paz headed by Maj. Gualberto Vil- 
larroel, Hull stated: 

“Considerations of the security 
of the hemisphere and of the war 
effort of the United Nations must 
have first importance in any mat- 
ter of this or similar character. 

“Included in the relevant consid- 
erations is the question whether 
outside influence unfriendly to the 
Allied cause played any part. 

“It must never be forgotten that 
the hemisphere is at present under 
sinister and subversive attack by 
the Axis, assisted by some _ ele 
ments from within the hemisphere 
itself.” 

Hull departed from custom in 
authorizing the direct quotation. 

He had nothing to say about the 
position of Enrique Lozada, em- 
ploye of the United States co- 
ordinator of Inter-American Af- 
fairs, reported by La Paz dis- 
patches to have been designated 
“confidential agent” to the U. S. 
for the new Government. 

As for the Bolivian embassy 
here, Hull said it continues to 
function on its own responsibility, 
awaiting further developments, 


BOLIVIAN URGES 
ACCORD WITH U.S. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Dec, 22 (AP). 

—A desire for “effective co-opera-

The Villarroel government, 
which installed itself with a coup 
d’etat Monday, turned its atten- 
tion to retributive measures for 
what was described as last De- 
cember’s “Catavi massacre”. in 
which 19 were killed and 35 in- 


jured when troops fired on strik- 
ing tin mine workers, 


Indemnities for Victims. 


The Government announced to- 
day a decree providing indemnities 
for the victims and said measures 
aimed at determining culpability 
for the shootings would follow. 

The Catavi killings have been 
the cause of much bitterness in 
the country and resulted last 
August in the resignation of the 
nine-man Cabinet of Enrique Pen- 
aranda, the now-deposed Proaai- 
dent, in the face of a barrage of 
criticism directed by the nation- 
alist revolutionary movement and 
the leftist Revolutionary party. 

The national revolutionary move- 
ment, from which most of the new 
leaders are drawn, blamed Gen. 
Penaranda himself for the _ kill- 
ings. 

(A dispatch from Arica, Chile, 
meanwhile, quoted Penaranda as 
vigorously denying on his arrival 
there that he had either signed 
or dictated the resignation read 
over the radio Monday by Victor 
Paz Estenssoro, new finance min- 
istér and leader of the revolution. 

(“T have not renounced and I 
refused to sign the documents they 
brought to me,” Penaranda as- 
serted. He expressed th~ “intimate 
conviction” that not all the young 
army officers participated in the 
revolution.) 


Charge of Nazism Denied. 


At the same time, Villarroel, the 
new President, emphatically denied 
a charge which Penaranda made 
at Arica that the revolution was 
organized and carried out by Nazi 
elements. 

“Gen. Penaranda mistakes the 
sense of the words democracy and 
Nazism,” said Villarroel. “He states 
that his oppressive government, 
full of lawlessness, was democratic 
and calls us Nazis when our most 
firm intention is to attain full 
democracy.” 

The capital became comparative- 
ly quiet in the wake of the revolt 
and international air traffic was 
resumed, but spokesmen for the 
Government said a state of emer 
gency would be maintained for 
some days. Traffic police were 
carrying rifles. 

Paz Estenssoro said the Govern- 
ment would not burden the mining 
industry, Bolivia’s main source of 
wealth, with taxes beyond its ca- 
pacity, but added that the finance 
ministry would not be “a lawyer 
for the mining companies.” The 
country’s tin ore mines produce a 
large part of the tin used in mak- 
ing United States and British arms, 
- Spokesmen for the Government 
said it intended to designate poll- 
ing places in La Paz for presiden- 
tial and congressional elections in 
May, 1944, and asserted that a pro- 
vision would be inserted in the 
constitution binding the new gov- 
ernment to continue its guarantees 
to the citizens.

MADRID, Dec. 22 (AP).—The 
Spanish Foreign Ministry  ex- 
pressed deepest regret today to 
United States Ambassador Carlton 
J. H, Hayes over an attack by two 
Falangists on the American Con- 
sulate in Valencia Saturday. 

Punishment of the two party 
members concerned in the episode 
was promised, Secretary General 
Jose Luis Arrese also apologized 
in the name of the Falange. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).~ 
Further clarification of the post- 
tion of Spain's Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco is expected here as a 
result of American representations 
over Falangist vandalism in the 
United States Consulate in Va- 
lencia. 

The incident, reported by Am- 
bassador Carlton Hayes from 
Madrid, was the latest of a series 
of actions against Allied repre 
sentatives in variou parts of Spain. 

The news came almost simul- 
taneously with a Madrid announce- 
ment that Franco had decided that 
the Falange militia is no longer 
necessary and that a conditional 
amnesty would be granted to all 
political prisoners except those 
held for “common crimes.” About 
8000 will be freed by Christmas, 
one dispatch estimated. 

Hayes said two persons, later 
identified as Falangists, entered 
the American Consulate at Valen- 
Cia Saturday, tore pictures off the 
walls and made speeches to visi- 
tors at the consulate. 

They were arrested by Spanish 
police. It was the first time, as 
far as is known here, that the 
Spanish Government had moved 
against antiforeign demonstrations 
by members of the Falange, only 
official party. 

Some months ago Falangists en- 
tered the same consulate at Valen- 
cia and stole some information 
bulletins. The United States pro- 
tested at that time, but the cul- 
prits were never caught. 

Last week, the British Govern- 
ment, in a strongly worded state- 
ment, refused to accept the Span- 
ish answer to its protest over an 
insult to the British Consul at Sar- 
agossa. Spain had said the Gov- 
ernment was not responsible for 
the Falangists’ actions, but the 
British said that since they were 
uniformed members of the official 
party, Madrid should account for 
them. 

A London dispatch today quoted 
a Foreign Office spokesman as 
saying there had been “further ex- 
changes and assurances between 
Madrid and London over the Sara- 
gossa incident and the matter is 


now considered closed,” 


Gen. Sir Henry Maitland Wilson, 
British commander in the Middle 


East, recently broadcast a similar 
call for unity. 


SOUTH HALF OF ‘RICE BOWL! 
IN CHINA CLEARED OF JAPS 


CHUNGKING, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
The Chinese high command an- 
nounced tonight that Japanese 
forces had been cleared from the 
area south of the Lin River, thus 
restoring half of the “rice bowl” 
to China. 

Enemy remnants on the north 
bank of the Lin also were said to 
have been cleared. The communi- 
que said the Chinese were “pursu- 
ing the fleeing Japanese on vari- 
ous routes, making considerable 
progress.” 

To Dec. 2, the Chinese estimated 
that the enemy had lost 30,000 
killed and wounded.

Finance Committee Chair- 
man Says Treasury 
Head Knows Nothing 
About the Problem. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, said today the American 
people would be “shocked” when 
the profits on war contracts are 
disclosed. 

He made this statement in an- 
nouncing he would oppose sev- 
eral of the proposed changes in 
the war contracts renegotiation 
law when the tax bill which 
carries them is debated in the 
Senate. 

Walsh's criticism of parts of 
the $2,275,600,000 revenue bill fol- 
lowed a sharp exchange on the 
same subject between Treasury 
Secretary Morgenthau and Chair- 
man George (Dem.), Georgia, of 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
which cleared the bill yesterday. 

Walsh said he opposes several 
of the amendments accepted by 
the Finance Committee and con- 
siders one of the most dangerous 
to be exemption from renegotia- 
tion of all contracts for “standard 
commercial articles.” 

“The renegctiation law is, to be 
sure, arbitrary, and only justified 
in time of war,” he said. “But so 
is the drafting of human life and 
citizens with families an arbitrary 
action. 

“When the record of profit mak- 
ing on war contracts is disclosed, 
the American people will, in my 
opinion, be shocked.” 

Senator George’s Reply. 

Morgenthau has denounced the 
tax bill as entirely inadequate, but 
George in a reply last night said 
he had “no apology” for failing to 
reach the Secretary’s goal of $10,- 
500,000,000 additional revenue. 

As for Morgenthau’s assertion 
that the proposed _ renegotiation 
changes “hold the seed of a na- 
tional scandal,” George said “Mr. 
Morgenthau knows nothing about 
the Renegotiation of Contracts Act 
and less about how it is actually 
administered.” 

George said Morgenthau’s de- 
nunciation of the renegotiation 
sections of the tax bill came “with 
exceeding bad grace;” that the 
Secretary had “failed to take a po- 
sition on renegotiation and hadpf- 
fered mo suggestions or recom- 
mendations.” 

“Mr. Morgenthau not only has 
failed to take appropriate steps to 
protect the revenue,” George said, 
“but has been of no help at all to 
the Finance Committee concern- 
ing renegotiation since it was ab- 
sorbed into the revenue law, 

“Asa matter of fact, the renego- 
tiation of contracts law is far 
more workable under the Senate 
amendments than it has been at 
any time heretofore.” 


George Defends Amendments. 


Morgenthau has been particular- 
ly critical of amendments’ which 
exempt from renegotiation all con- 
tracts for “standard commercial 
articles,” and the retroactive ex- 
emption of subcontracts where the 
goods do not enter into the final 
product. 

George said “the committee be- 
lieved that with more than two 
years having passed since Pearl 
Harbor, the procurement officers 
of the Army, Navy and other de- 
partments should be able to make 
ordinary contracta for standard 
articles and certainly should be 
able to protect themselves on the 
price.” 

George offered this explanation 
of why the Treasury’s $10,500,000,- 
000 tax increase goal was not 
achieved: 

“The Treasury proposed to raise 
a large part of this additional 
revenue by relieving from all taxes 
11 million present taxpayers, and 
also to reduce the tax burden on 
a million or two more, shifting the 
load over to individual taxpayers 
with earnings of $3500 and up. 

Against Spendings Tax. 

“The Treasury has consistently 
opposed any defensible savings 
program and has likewise consist- 
ently opposed every suggestion of 
a sales tax. 

“On the contrary, the only sug- 
gestion made by the Treasury thus 
far, aside from the one mentioned 
above, is a spendings tax that 
would be imposed on what the tax- 
payer spends, with very heavy ex- 
cise taxes on many products, arti- 
cles and services, and with high 
taxes on incomes. 

“A spendings tax did not com- 
mend itself to the committee, and 
I dare say would commend itself 
to few thoughtful men and women 
in the country.” 

Committee Completes Bill. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
put the finishing touches on the 
new tax bill yesterday and estimat- 
ed prospective additional revenue 
under the measure at $2,275,600,000 
a year. 

One of the last acts of the com- 
mittee was to trim away a po- 
tential $17,100,000 annually by mak- 
ing the cosmetica tax 20 instead 
of 25 per cent. The present rate 
is 10 per cent of the retail price. 

The bill would bring in about 
$135,000,000 more than the form in 
which it passed the House. 

The Senate adjourned before the 
committee completed its recheck 
of the bill. The formal report will 
be filed during the holiday recess, 
probably late today.

Ordnance Division to complain of 
inspection procedures “but they 
shushed me up.” 

“One time I and another inspec- 
tor rejected some lots of cartridges 
because the casings were cracked,” 
Brda said, “but the production de- 
partment shoved them through. 
The inspection department always 
takes the rap.” 


Edmund P. Becker, formerly a 
roving inspector in Building 105, 
now an inspector for the Amertorp 
Corporation, said that he had, as 
charged in the indictment, desig- 
nated Grade B cartridges as Grade 
A. . Grade B cartridges are those 
which meet specifications, but are 
not of the flawless quality required 
for use in aircraft. 


Visual Inspection, 


Becker, who lives at 4149 Hum- 
phrey street, said his inspection 
process was visual—in the course 
of manufacture of a_ cartridge 
there are about 90 inspections, 
some mechanical, some visual. It 
was his job to pick up cartridges 
in groups of five, and roll them 
from one hand to another, looking 
for defects. He had been been em- 
ployed at the plant for nearly a 
year, he said, before he was in- 
formed that the company’s con- 
tract called for 100 per cent inspec- 
tion; that is, inspection of every 
cartridge, rather than a sampling 
process. He said he resigned last 
February, when offered his choice 
of resigning or being dismissed. 

Glenn T. Cromwell, who was. a 
relief supervisor of inspection in 
Building 105, and now drives a 
bakery truck, said that in his six- 
day instruction period he was 
taught to reject all cartridges with 
scratches on their casings. “But 
that was wasted, because at the 
plant scratches meant nothing to 
the production department,” he 

dded. 

Cromwell said he had been care- 
ful not to pass defective ‘ammuni- 
tion, and many times held com- 
plete lots for reinspection, but was 
overruled. 


“One lot was held up for four 
hours because there was a varia- 
tion in the sidewall and bottom 
thickness,” Cromwell said. “A tele- 
phone call was made to the super- 
intendent at his home, and he or- 
dered that the lot be sent on.” 

Inspection Called ‘Baloney.’ 


John B, Slaner, 4306 North Flor- 
issant avenue, indicted superyisor 


who now works for an upholster- 
ing company, said “inspection was 
a lot of baloney, because produc- 
tion had the say-so in any contro- 
versy that might come up—and 
controversies came up all the time.” 

Slaner said he had several times 
inquired if there was an estab- 
lished inspection procedure and 
quoted Brda as telling him: “There 
is a procedure, but it is probably 
stuck in a safe somewhere.”

“When the general inspector got 
a notion he would tell me to see 
that one of the skids was shoved 
into ordnance,” Slaner said. “I 
would put another blank tag on 
and ordnance would assume that 
the skid had been re-examined. If 
the skid went through ordnance 
the second time without defects 
being found, the skid would be- 
come Grade A ammunition. If the 
skid was found to have a second 
defect, it became Grade B.”,

SITE HELD ILLEGAL 


a Appeals Court Says Prop- 


er Method in 149 Cases 
Is Condemnation Suits 
Now Pending. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals decided, in an opinion 
made public here today, that the 
Government’s purchase of land for 
the Weldon Spring TNT -plant site 
in St. Charles County, by the op- 
tion contract, with a 5 per cent 
agent’s commission, was illegal, 


and that condemnation suits, now 
pending, are the proper means of 
acquiring the land in 149 cases, 

In its decision, the Court of Ap- 
peals upheld the decision of Dis- 
trict Judge John Caskie Collet, and 
reversed decisions of Judge George 
H. Moore and the late Judge 
Charles B. Davis, in hearings be- 
fore the three District Judges in 
June and July, 1942. 

It is expected that the owners 
of the 149 pieces of land, who 
sought to have the original con- 
tract and commission plan upheld, 
will seek a rehearing by the Court 
of Appeals, and if this is denied, 
will ask the United States Supreme 
Court to issue a writ of certiorari 
for review of the proceeding, 

If tRe Government prevails in 
the Supreme Court, it 1s possible 
that suits will be filed in behalf 
of the Government against the 
owners of 129 pieces of land who 
have been paid the purchase prices 
fixed by the agent, R. Newton 
McDowell, for the difference be- 
tween the prices paid to them and 
what they would have received un- 
der the condemnation process. 

For the 149 pieces involved in the 
present case, McDowell's total 
price agreed on with the owners 
was $1,531,232, to which his 5 per 
cent commission would have been 
added in the cost to the Govern- 
ment. On instituting the condem- 
nation proceedings, the Govern- 
ment placed in court registry, as 
the estimated value of the same 
land, $501,703, or less than one-half 
McDowell’s figure.

A point of legal controversy in 
the cases decided by the Court of 
me i was the 5 per cent collect- 
ed by McDoweli—whether or not 
it conformed to the statutes pro- 
viding for cost-plus-commission 
contracts. The Government con- 
tended that McDowell’s commis- 
sion was additional to the price 
agreed on, and paid by the Gov- 
ernment, not by the seller of the 
land. The Court of Appeals held 
it to be proved conclusively that 
the quartermaster’s department 
had authorized McDowell to add 
his commission to the purchase 
price, and that this was the meth- 
od of purchase which McDowell 
had outlined to the land-owners at 
a meeting. 

To assume that any of the land- 
owners voluntarily deducted Me- 
Dowell's commission from the pur- 
chase price agreed on, in view of 
the evidence, would “tax judicial 
credulity,” the Court of Appeals 
said,

PRICE OF EGGS HERE DROPS 
AS RESULT OF OVERSUPPLY 


Egg prices dropped 1% to 4 
cents a dozen today on the St. 


Louis Butter, Egg and Poultry 
Exchange, and “current receipts,” 
the grade of eggs most commonly 
sold by grocers, sold for 31 cents a 
dozen. This is 9% cents lower 
than the ceiling price and 9 cents 
less than the price two weeks ago. 

Reasons given for the decline in 
prices showed that egg production 
started earlier than usual this 
year, and that dried-egg manufac- 
turers and the Government have 
ample stocks, Increased produc- 
tion, a result of the raising of a 
greater number of chickens this 
year, also was a factor contribut- 
ing to the drop in prices and the 
present oversupply. No substan- 
tial volume of demand has devel- 
oped, Produce Row reported, and 
the immediate problem is one of 
inducing large-scale buying to re- 
lieve the oversupply. 


NAVY DOUBLES 
INVASION GRAFT 
CONTRACTS HERE 


Value of Shipbuilding 
Jobs in St. Louis and 
Elsewhere in State to 


Exceed $13,000,000. 


The Navy Department has dou- 
bled its war contracts with St. 
Louis shipbuilders for the produc- 
tion of invasion craft of the type 
used in the landings at Sicily, 
Salerno and in the South Pacific, 
Lt. Comdr. M. K. Arenberg, assist- 
ant supervisor of shipbuilding 
here, announced today. 

Proposed construction increases 
hete and elsewhere in Missouri 
raises the value of shipbuilding 
contracts in the state to more than 
13 million dollars, Comdr. Aren- 
berg said. His statement followed 
the Navy Department's announce- 
ment that manufacturers of vari- 
ous types of invasion landing craft 
would be pressed for increased 
production. 

“So important is this invasion 
craft program,” Arenberg said, 
“that it has been given unques- 
tioned priority over aircraft and 
high octane gasoline production.” 

Although some of the landing 
craft manufacturers are in other 
sections of the state, he indicated 
the majority of the craft would 
be launched along the Mississippi 
River. 

Increasing the contracts will as- 
sure shipyard workers of continu- 
ous employment for the duration 
of the war, he asserted. No esti- 


mate was made of the number of 
additional employes that will be 
‘needed for the accelerated pro- 
gram, 

One of the firms engaged in the 
production of invasion craft, which 
Comdr. Arenberg said would be 
used in the invasion of Nazi-occu- 
pied Europe and Japan, is the 
Stupp Brothers Bridge and Iron 
Works, 3800 Weber road. 

This company is engaged in fab- 
ricating sections of the craft. As 
the sections are completed, Aren- 
berg said, they are shipped by rail 
to assembly plants along the river. 
The finished craft are floated to 
the Gulf of Mexico for distribution 
to theaters of war.

Sailors in Uniform Volun- 
teer When Machinists 
Refuse to Work With- 


out Pay Rise. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22 (AP). 
—Uniformed United States sailors 
were being used today to complete 
work on a Navy vessel after an of- 
ficial committee charged that CIO 
machinists refused to touch the 
ship unless their pay was _ in- 
creased. 

The charge was made in a for- 
mal statement by the Pacific Coast 
Joint Committee for Shipbuilding 
and Ship Repair, headed by V. 
Adm, John W. Greenslade, com- 
mandant of the Twelfth Naval 
District. 

The statement said Machinists’ 
Local 1304, Oakland, demanded the 
basic $1.34-an-hour ship repair rate, 
instead of $1.20 an hour paid on 
new construction, and that since 
Dec. 10 the machinists have re- 
fused to work on the vessel, de- 
signed for war duty. 

The ship was built at a Stock- 
ton yard and was towed to Moore 
Drydock Co., at Oakland, for final 
machinist work, 

In the Pacific Coast ship repair 
agreement, the joint committee 
said, “Labor has agreed to accept 
new construction wages and work- 
ing conditions unless the vessel, 
upon which the work is performed, 
has been completed, finally accept- 
ed, and has made a passenger or 
cargo laden voyage.,... 

“The ship in question... has 
never been in service, it has not 
been accepted by the Navy, and it 
has never made a voyage.” 

“Some members of the crew 


which will fight on the vessel al- 


ready have been assigned to her. 
They know how badly she is need- 
ed and are anxious to get their 
ship in service. They requested 
that they be allowed to do the 
work the machinists refused to do. 
The request was granted.”

YANKS FIGHT TO GET WAR OVER

American troops want to get the 
fighting over as soon as possible 
and get home, Talbert D. Jessup, 
of Milwaukee, field director of Red 
Cross activities in, the Meditera- 
nean and North African theaters, 
said here today. Jessup, who is 
touring the country to speak about 
the work the Red Cross is perform- 
ing among the armed forces over- 
seas, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that American soldiers are no 
more politically aware of why they 
are fighting than the average 
American, but added he thought 
more or less political awareness 
would not affect their superb fight- 
ing either way.

BIG BLACK MARKET 
IN WHISKY BARED 
IN EAST, 7 SEIZED 


Thousands of Cases Of.- 
fered to Federal Agent 
Who Posed as Buyer 
for New York Hotel. 


NEW YORK, Dec, 22 (AP).— 
Seven men, arrested last night 
when the Government cracked 
down on what it called the largest 
whisky black market to be uncov- 
ered in the country, were arraigned 
before a United States commission- 
er today on charges of conspiracy 
to violate Office of Price Admin- 
istration liquor price ceilings. All 
were released on bond. 

William E. Dunigan, assistant 
supervisor of enforcement for the 
New York division of the Federal 
Alcoho] Tax Unit, announced the 
arrests and the smashing of a “mil- 
lion dollar black market whisky 
ring.” 

“We consider this a big ring,” 
he said. “They offered us thou- 


sands of cases of whisky stored in 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, Ken- 
tucky and Maryland. 

Dunigan said the arrests 
stemmed from a tip relayed to the 
Government agency from Hotel 
Astor officials who reported bein 
approached by a group of men of- 
fering to supply legitimate liquor 
at black market prices. 

The prices quoted, Dunigan add- 
ed, were $86 a case for Scotch 
which has a $43 ceiling price; $76 
a case for bourbon, and §66 a case 
for rye. 

An unfdentified agent posed as 
an assistant buyer for the hotel 
and devised a fake $43,000 deal, 
Dunigan disclosed. Three of the 
men were arrested when they came 
to the hotel to collect payment, 
The others were apprehended 
later. ’ 

Those arrested were identified 
as Morris Schoenfield, 38 years old, 
and J. G. Hearty, 48, both of New 
York; Philip Peters, 28, and Wil- 
liam J. Regan, about 55, both of 
Detroit; Harry Novick, 48, of Jack- 
sonville, Fia,; Edward Turner, 
about 50, said by Dunigan to be 
owner of the Quarterdeck Club 
in Miami, Fla., and Arthur Lom- 
bardi, 45, New Haven, Conn.

BIG BLACK MARKET 
IN WHISKY BARED 
IN EAST, 7 SEIZED 


Thousands of Cases Of.- 
fered to Federal Agent 
Who Posed as Buyer 
for New York Hotel. 


NEW YORK, Dec, 22 (AP).— 
Seven men, arrested last night 
when the . Government cracked 
down on what it called the largest 
whisky black market to be uncov- 
ered in the country, were arraigned 
before a United States commission- 
er today on charges of conspiracy 
to violate Office of Price Admin- 
istration liquor price ceilings. All 
were released on bond. 

William E. Dunigan, assistant 
supervisor of enforcement for the 
New York division of the Federal 
Alcohol Tax Unit, announced the 
arrests and the smashing of a “mil- 
lion dollar black market whisky 
ring.” : 

“We consider this a big ring,” 
he said. “They offered us thou- 


sands of cases of whisky stored in 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, Ken- 
tucky and Maryland. 

Dunigan said the arrests 
stemmed from a tip relayed to the 
Government agency from Hotel 
Astor officials who reported bein 
approached by a group of men of- 
fering to supply legitimate liquor 
at black market prices. 

The prices quoted, Dunigan add- 
ed, were $86 a case for Scotch 
which has a $43 ceiling price; $76 
@ case for bourbon, and §66 a case 
for rye, 

An unidentified agent posed as 
an assistant buyer for the hotel 
and devised a fake $43,000 deal, 
Dunigan disclosed. Three of the 
men were arrested when they came 
to the hotel to collect payment, 
The others were apprehended 
later. ‘

as Morris Schoenfield, 38 years old, 
and J. G. Hearty, 48, both of New 
York; Philip Peters, 28, and Wil-

Visit a physician for an examina- 
tion and blood test. The physician 
sends a specimen to a laboratory. 
The laboratory examines it and 
sends a report to the physician, 
who completes a marriage health 
certificate, to be signed by the ap- 
plicant and handed to the Re- 
corder of Deeds, who issues the 
marriage license. 

John P. Sherrod, Jackson County 
Recorder, questioned the procedure 
and asked Attorney General Roy 
McKittrick for an opinion. “Why 
should the laboratory make its 
report to a ‘physician’ and not to 
the Recorder of Deeds? Why 
should applicants be forced to go 
to the expense of employing a phy- 
sician when the act does not go 
state?” he inquired. 

McKittrick’s Opinion. 
McKittrick replied that. the 
“Board of Health has no authority 
to make that requirement” and 
pointedly observed: 

“Its authority to make rules and 
regulations ‘concerning the affi- 
davits, certificates and other forms 
necessary’ does not grant it license 
to amend the law and attach an 
additional restriction on the issu- 
ance of marriage licenses to per- 
sons having negative tests.” 

Dr, Stewart read the opinion but 
promptly asserted: “We will go 
ahead as planned. The law clearly 
states we have that authority.” 

The law provides that a blood 
test be made free at any public 
health laboratory, There are six in 
the state — at Kansas City, St. 
Louis, St. Joseph, Springfield, Jef- 
ferson City and Clayton. 

Others approved to make the 
tests, but permitted to charge a 
fee, are at Maryville, Sedalia, Co- 
lumbia, Boonville, Moberly, Inde- 
pendence and Clayton. 

What Else Law Provides, 

The law simply states that a 

marriage license cannot be issued 
unless a laboratory report of a 
serological test showing a negative 
result on an examination for syphi- 
lis is presented. 
If a physician is willing to cer- 
tify, after a thorough physical ex- 
amination of a person whose blood 
tests positive (indicating presence 
of syphilis) that the disease is not 
communicable, a marriage license 
may be issued. The law may be 
waived in cases of pregnancy or 
deathbed weddings.

5. The taking of a strike vote 
by both groups was also a cus- 
tomary procedure, as were their 
announcements, first by the oper- 
ating and last night py the non- 
operating employes, that a strike 
would begin on Dec. 30. Through 
these actions the unions “turned 
on the heat” to compel a settle- 
ment in their favor. Ninety-eight 
‘per cent of their members were 
said to have voted to strike, 


Strike Is Unlikely. 


6. Nobody can be sure what 
will happen, but a strike is un- 
likely. A way was found, techni- 
cally without violating the Little 
Steel wage formula, to give John 
lL. Lewis's miners more pay. A 
way probably will be found to give 
the railroad men more money 
than is allowed by Vinson’s rul- 
ings, and again, technically, the 
Little Steel formula will not be 
breached. But, just.as the push- 
ing around that Lewis gave the 
Government has helped to produce 
the present situation, so an ad- 
vance in the railroad men’s wages, 
under whatever guise, will inten- 
sify the pressures of other unions 
for higher pay. It is arguable that 
the Government made its initial 
great mistake when it permitted 
Lewis, back in December, 1941, to 
have his way in the “captive” coal 
mine dispute, over an adverse de- 
cision by the National Mediation 
Board. : 

7. The Government is also at 
fault in not having adopted more 
stringent measures to hold down 
the cost of living. The Little Steel | 
formula freezes wages (though 
only straight-time wages) at 15 per 
cent above the level of January, 
1941. When the formula became 
effective, as of May, 1942, living 
costs since January, 1941, had ad- 
vanced only about that amount. 
The President's program was to 
hold them at substantially the 
May (1942) level. That program 
has not been realized. Living costs 
have soared, and the rise has been 
seized upon by the unions as am- 
ple warrant for a corresponding 
rise in wages. Their demands 
have been satisfied in part by 
overtime pay, which has meant an 
increase in the “take home” wage 
without an increase in basic rates. 
In the case of the miners, the de- 
mand was met by allowing them 
more pay for more hours of work, 
and one way the work hours were 
increased—at least on their face— 
was through the tricky device of 
shortening the lunch period to 15 
minutes. 

8 The President has sought to 
meet the railroad men’s demands 
through some overtime pay device. 

9 If there should be a strike, 
the President, perforce, will take 
over the railroads, as he has a 
right to do without any further 
legislation. 


Chickens Home to Roost. 


10. It is not to condone a. rail- 
wav strike—an unthinkable thing 
in the circumstances—to say that 
the railroad mess is another in- 
stance of chickens coming home to 
roost—the chickens hatched by the 
Government’s fumbling approach 
to the inflation problem. Failure 
to hold down the cost of living is 
at the root of the wage trouble. 

Take first the demand of the 
nonoperating employes. They asked 
for an increase of 20 cents an 
hour. Figures for the steel and 
other industries were cited to show 
how factory wages had outstripped 
railroad wages. The minimum 
basic hourly wage in steel is 78 
cents; on the railroads (nonoperat- 
ing employes) it is 43 to 46 cents. 
The average hourly wage in steel 
is $1.16; on the railroads (non- 
operating employes) it is 74 cents. 

An emergency board created by 
the President under the Railway 
Labor Act cut the demanded 20 
cents to a flat 8-cent increase, and 
the unions reluctantly accepted the 
award. The President, they say, 
urged them to accept, and they 
did so from patriotic motives. The 
increase, when added to that 
granted in December, 1941, exceed- 
ed the 15 per cent of the Little 
Steel formula, but the board said 
that it had acted, in conformity 
with the Stabilization Act, to “cor- 
rect gross inequities” and “aid in 
the successful prosecution of the 
war.” 

The carriers signed an agree- 
ment with the unions providing for 
the &cent increase. Vinson, how- 
ever, vetoed the board’s decision 
and proposed to substitute a slid- 
ing scale of wage increases—4 
cents to 10 cents an hour. The 
unions protested, saying the slid- 
ing scale would throw the whole 
wage structure out of joint. They 
deciared they had been double- 
crossed by the White House.

To the chagrin of the rail- 
road workers, this committee on 
Monday put over action on the 
resolution till after the Christmas 
The committee grdered 


man resolution that would remove 
all railway wage matters from 
Vinson’s jurisdiction. 


The 350,000 operating employes, 
organized in five brotherhoods, 
asked» for an increase of 30 per 
cent, or a minimum of $3 a day. 
An emergency board in September 
offered an increase of 4 cents an 
hour, or 32 cents a day, and Vin- 
son approved the proposal. The 
unions* termed it an insult. The 
roads are now paying the increase 


and the uniong are accepting it 


under protest. 


Without the 4-cent rise, the min- 
imum basic pay of the operating 
workers is 80 cents an hour and 
the average is 99.3 cents. The 
unions said that in the period from 
1936 to the end of 1942 their aver- 
age hourly earnings increased only 
18.2 per cent, as compared with 
48.2 per cent for factory workers. 
It was this differential they sought 
to wipe out. 


In passing on their claims, the 
emergency board said the unions 
had made out a strong case for 
an increase to correct inequities 
and “aid in the effective prosecu- 
tion of the war,” but that the 
board, in view of the ruling of 
Vinson in the matter of the non- 
operating employes, was bound to 
hold the increase within the strict 
limits of the Little Steel formula. 
The board therefore cut the de- 
manded 30 per cent increase to 
414 per cent, though one member, 
dissenting, would have granted 7% 
per cent. 


Hot Potato for President. 


The railroads are making money. 
As one of their spokesmen told the 
writer today, they have no objec- 
tion to paying their employes some 
increase to compensate for the ex- 
clusion of railroad workers from 
the 40-hour provision of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. 

They think that some plan can 
be worked out within the limits 
of the Stabilization Act, as was 
done for the miners. But that is 
the President’s problem. Railroad 
management is sitting on the side- 
lines, waiting’ to see what he does 
with an excessively hot potato.

Germany an Example of 
How a Nation Can Be 
Inflamed by Poisoned 
News Through Con- 
trolled Press and Radio.

N an address which I delivered 
| in October to the Foreign Pol- 

icy Association of New York, 
I expressed the hope that when 
the time came for the creation 
of a new world organization the 
American people would demand 
there be established by it the in- 
alienable right of all peoples to 
enjoy freedom of religion, of 
speech and of information. I said 
that’ I believed: “No greater bul- 
wark. for peace in the future can 
be built than through universal 
recognition of these freedoms as 
human rights. Every nation which 
becomes a member of the interna- 
tional organization to be set up 
should be obligated, as a condition 
of its adherence, to show that its 
citizens are guaranteed’ these 
rights by its national constitution.” 

The need to insure freedom of 
the press, and of all other modern 
channels of information, as a 
safeguard for the future main- 
tenance of world peace, is in the 
mind of the American public. 
Kent Cooper, of The Associated 
Press, has offered lately a valuable 
and constructive proposal in that 
regard. Many publishers and edi- 
tors of this country have the sub- 
ject under discussion. An inten- 
sive consideration of so momen- 
tous a question, while the methods 
of achieving the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter are.still in the 
process of formation, is altogether 
necessary. 

Those of us who, like myself 
have seen, since Hitlerism forced 
war upon the world, a Nazi-con- 
trolled censorship and a Goebbels- 
directed propaganda machine func- 
tioning within Germany, realize 
very vividly how the lack of any 
means of access to true _ infor- 
mation can pervert and distort the 
thinking of an entire nation.

NTO the conscience of civilized 

mankind there has grown in 
recent generations, the credence 
that certain standards of govern- 
mental conduct must be practiced 
by all peoples if they are to be ac- 
cepted as members of the interna- 
tional family.

Later, passing 
through the Strait of Gibraltar, the 
Liberty ship collided with a neu-~ 
tral schooner, believed to have 
been snooping for the Germans, 
In Sicilian Invasion 

After discharging its cargo of 
military supplies in the Oran area 
of North Africa, the . Joseph Pu- 
litzer accompanied a Navy task 
force preparatory to the conquest 
of Sicily, Capt. Thomas said. Its 
cargo consisted of scores of motor 
vehicles, loaded and ready to be 
driven in action when the landing 
was made. In addition, it carried 
large stores of gasoline and artil- 
lery ammunition. 

As the Liberty ship and com- 
rade craft anchored off Sicily, 
German planes were strafing the 
beach and the invading vessels 
were being shelled from a ridge 
beyond the beach. Then a forma- 
tion of 32 German bombers came 
over in an effort to sink an Amer- 
ican cruiser, succeeding in blowing 
up another merchant vessel.

Mosenthien Airport Site 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

For a distance of several miles along 
the northern riverfront of St. Louis 
there is a vast area of waste land con- 
sisting for the most part of the Mosen- 
thien and Cabaret islands in the Mis- 
sissippi River, 


This area has been unused because its 
development should be tied in closely 
with the solution of the navigation prob- 
lem in this particular section of the 
river. This problem has been of con- 
cern to the War Department ever since 
it took charge of the navigable streams. 


Robert E, Lee, who in 1837 was a Cap- 
tain in the Engineer Corps, did much to 
ameliorate the then existing conditions. 
During the succeeding 106 years progress 
has been made, but the problem still re- 
mains unsolved. As river navigation will 
become more and more important, it is 
imperative that this obstruction be cor- 
rected. 


The Post-Dispatch on Dec, 8 carried 
an article and a speech delivered by Col. 
Malcolm Elliott, the division chief of 
the Army Corps of Engineers, in which 
he stated that a navigation canal located 
east of the two islands previously men- 
tioned would solve the problem. 


Col. Elliott’s attitude reflects the 
Army’s wartime thinking, which means 
the most direct solution of a problem re- 
gardiess of its effect on the adjacent 
property and the people most concerned, 
This work should not be considered as a 
wartime necessity, but should be based 
on peacetime needs, 


Other cities having waste areas some- 
what similar to ours have utilized them 
to their advantage. The new Washing- 
ton airport, LaGuardia Field and the 
Newark airport were constructed on 
swamp lands, and the new Idlewild air- 
port, which will be the greatest airport 
in the world, is being constructed in 
Jamaica Bay. 


If St. Louis is to attain the position in 
air transportation that it is justly en- 
titled to because of its geographical lo- 
cation, it will need three, and possibly 
four, large airports. This waste area can 
easily be converted into the third air- 
port. 

In 1929 the City Plan Commission, as 
a part of its study of the entire river- 
front of St. Louis, published a report 
recgmmending that this area be re- 
claimed and used as a park and airport. 
This project was considered by the Army 
Engineers, and a slight revision in the 
proposed relocation of the river was 
made. A plan was recommended to the 
Chief of Engineers, United States Army, 
by the St. Louis District Engineer’s of- 
fice. 


The report was approved as having 
special merit by the National Resources 
Committee. The report was received 
with great enthusiasm by the citizens of 
St. Louis, who became quite active in 
urging that the recommendation be car- 
ried out, This activity, of course, ceased 
when war needs became paramount and 
will be revived when the struggle is over. 


Of course, if Col. Elliott’s idea is car- 
ried out, this golden opportunity will be 
lost forever. This would be deeply re- 
sented by the citizens who are doing 
their utmost to develop all possible re- 
sources for St. Louis and its metropoli- 
tan area.

Liquor in the Black Market 


Disclosures which the Federal Alcohol Tax 
Unit has made in its efforts to clean up the liquor 
black market racket in the St. Louis area prove 
one point with deadly finality: That responsibil- 
ity for the evil conditions that are strongly 
and swiftly growing up in the liquor industry 
rests squarely upon the distillers. 

The reputation for clean business conduct which 
distillers have been building up slowly since 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment is being 
lost, and deservedly so. For some distillers, 
by permitting their product to get into the hands 
of the unscrupulous and the criminal, are giving 
aid and comfort to racketeering with just as 
much practical effect as if they were racketeers 
themselves. 

A distiller knows, or should know, where every 
case of hig liquor goes, from distillery to dis- 
tributer to retailer. The prevailing practice in 
the industry is for distilleries to require middle- 
men to make reports to them naming the retailers 
to whom sales are made and giving the amount 
of every sale, If this is not the practice with 
any distillery, it should be made so; the dis- 
tiller must know where his liquor goes in order 
to discharge his responsibility to the public to 
keep the flow of hig product within legal channels, 

According to Frank W. Harpold, agent in charge 
of the Alcohol Tax Unit, some distributers favored 
members of a black market ring, selling them as 
many as 100 cases and limiting legitimate cus- 
tomers to one’ or two cases. One of the men 
charged by Harpold with being a member of the 
ring is Bennie Greenberg, who shot and killed 
a member of the Cuckoo gang in 1927, and who 
is in general an unsavory character, unfit to 
handle liquor. 

Obviously the distributers who favored racket- 
eers and denied supplies to legitimate retailers 
should be put out of business. But the clean-up 
should go still farther. There is only one point 
at which the liquor business can be cleaned up 
and kept clean, and that is at the distillery. 

If distillers know that a distributer is dealing 
with black marketers, and do not summarily 
quit supplying him, they are connivers with 
the. racket, If the evil practice is going on and 
they are ignorant of it, they have failed in the 
primary phase of their responsibility, for it is 
their job to know where their liquor goes. Which- 
ever is the case, is there any valid reason why 
the public should not say to such a distiller: 
“Make yourself worthy of public trust or get out 
of the liquor business in favor of someone who 
will discharge his responsibility”? 

The degree of black marketing that has come 
about in the liquor industry makes it imperative 
for the Federal Government to step in and take 
over the responsibility for rationing liquor and 
for keeping it in legitimate hands. Declarations 
of dividends in whisky by American Distilling 
and the Tom Moore companies—bad enough as tax- 
evasion measures which will cost the Government 
millions of dollars—are accentuating the irre- 
sponsibility of the industry by taking control 
of supplies away from distillers and giving it 
to hundreds of stockholders. The Jonger the 
Government waits to take over, the worse the 
disorder it will have to correct.

So Van Nuys Can’ t Be Budged 


Senator Van Nuys is hard to convince. As 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, he has 
heard the prolonged testimony against the pend- 
ing bill designed to exempt insurance companies 
from the anti-trust laws, and he still thinks the 
measure should pass. Evidence about the tre- 
mendous propaganda campaign, the business 
methods of insurance companies, their huge 
profits, the dangerous precedent such a law would 
create, the move to stalemate the Government’s 
pending suit against 198 companies by tying the 
hands of the Supreme Court—all this impresses 
him not at all. 

As to the last, Van Nuys says, “My committee 


is not in a race with the Supreme Court.” He- 


cannot deny, however, that his committee, if it 
approves the measure, will be helping along a 
move to handcuff the court in passing on a Fed- 
eral prosecution. A Department of Justice spokes- 
man says passage of the bill would confuse and 
possibly wreck the case to be considered. 

Van Nuys may be convinced as to the insurance 
companies’ purity of motive, but is he convinced 
that a move by Congress to obstruct the highest 
court is in the interest of sound constitutional 
government? 


Pigs Go to Market 

At the same time that it is next to impossible to 
get a good ham sandwich at your favorite restau- 
rant, hogs are glutting America’s livestock mar- 
kets. At the National Stockyards, 15,000 of the 
28,000 arriving on Monday of this week could not 
be taken that day by the packers and had to be 
carried over, 

So seriously was the market jammed that 
yesterday an embargo had to. be put in effect, 
barring further shipments to that market for the 
remainder of the week. 

Why is it that the great packing industry is 
not able to absorb these extraordinary offerings 
of marketable hogs, process them promptly and 
increase the supplies of pork chops, bacon and 
ham for the consumers who are eager to get more 
of such products? 

A significant fact is that the nation’s crop of 
pigs this year was the largest on record— 
127,000,000, or practically a pig for every man, 
woman and child, The spring crop was. 74,000,000; 
the fall crop, 53,000,000. 

Until this year, the largest pig crop was last 
year’s—105,000,000, and the average for the 10 
years preceding this year was 73,000,000. 

This shows how fully the farmers responded to 
the pleas to raise more food. Except for poultry, 
the hog is the most prolific and fastest-growing 
meat animal. Last spring’s pigs are now moving 
to market. 

Factors affecting the flooding of the hog mar- 
ket include these: packers have lost much of 
their experienced help; the epidemic of colds and 
grippe has kept many workers away from the 
plants; the armed forces have taken so much cold- 
storage space for butter, eggs and meat that pack- 
ers simply do not have the storage space to care 
for fresh meat as rapidly as slaughtering could 
be carried out. The result is inability of the 
packers to process the hogs as fast as they are 
offered. 

Farmers are influenced, too, by this fact: the 
floor price of $13.70 a hundredweight (at 
National Stockyards) applies only to animals in 
certain weight limitation, and if hogs are held 
too long, they may be too heavy to command this 
price. The weight range was 200 to 270 pounds, 
but the top Jimit has been raised to 300 pounds 
to encourage farmers to hold their hogs longer. 

The danger in this situation is that some of 
the nation’s precious meat supply may be lost. 
Hogs shipped to market and then held over in 
the yards are subject to loss of weight, disease 
and death. Every pound of pork should be prop- 
erly processed and made available either for 
the armed forces or for civilians. . 

A bonus of five ration points for extra pork 
products for each person has been allowed by the 
Office of Price Administration as a temporary 
expedient. This should help move more pork 
to the table. The authorities concerned with 
rationing and the nation’s food supply are con- 
fronted with a serious problem. It is a challenge 
which they should strive with all their power 
to meet in the public interest. 
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Prospects for Coal 

Every St. Louisan who breathes clean, healthful 
air instead of foul, unhealthful air, thanks to 
the smoke control ordinance—and that means 
every St. Louisan—will await with the keenest 
personal interest the report which will result 
from the discussions now going on between the 
city government and the Federal Solid Fuels 
Administration on the subject of coal prospects. 

There was fine encouragement in Mayor Kauf- 
mann’s statement that in his judgment St. Louis- 
ans will not have to sacMfice their smoke control 
ordinance in order to keep warm this winter. 
Mayor Kaufmann ig in the best sort of position 
to know. 

The regional representative of SFA who is 
looking into the matter, Mr. Beddoe, will, we 
hope, take the view the people of St. Louis take 
that tinkering with the smoke control ordinance 
is the very last resort, a retrogression not to be 
thought of unless the most heroic measures can- 
not avert it. The facts thus far indicate that 
averting it is largely a matter of wanting to do 
it acutely enough, and working to do it hard 
enough. 
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-New Anthem for a New Russia 


It happens rarely if ever in a country’s history 
that its national anthem is changed. When it 


._ does happen, there’s inevitably a good, big reason 


behind it, such as revolution or some other basic 
change. This is the case with Soviet Russia's 
abandonment of “The Internationale,” with its 
ringing call for an uprising of “the prisoners 
of starvation” and the “wretched of the earth,” 
in favor of a hymn dedicated only to “mighty 
Russia . . . the one great Soviet Union, ,. our 
free Motherland.” 

The former anthem was frankly revolutionary, 
and thus it suited the earlier phases of Soviet 
history. The new anthem is a patriotic and na- 
tionalistic appeal, similar in spirit to the official 
songs of other countries. It has the same motif 
as our own “Star-Spangled Banner” and its 
tribute to “the home of the brave.” The change 
thus signalizes the transition in official Soviet 
policy away from world revolution to the build- 
ing and safeguarding of a powerful Russia. 

This step is a natural sequel to the dissolution 
last May of the Comintern, theoretical central 
agency of world revolution, It is in keeping with 
the whole trend of Soviet policy, beginning with 
Lenin’s New Economic Policy in 1922, away from 
Marxian doctrine to a nationalistic credo. Pure 
Marxism is virtually a crusading religion; Stalin’s 
view is “The export of revolution is nonsense.” 

This shift hag been clearly visible to all ob- 
servers, Yet, strange to say, the theory that 
Russia wants to Bolshevize Europe still lingers 
on. Perhaps the new anthem acclaiming “union 
indivjsible” (words that any American could 
proudly apply to his own country) will help slay 
the aging dragon of Communist world conspiracy.

Last year’s paper party hats will be worn 
again this year. That latest austerity style 
note from Britain is symbolic of a Yule sea- 
son which will be devoid of most of the 
traditional Christmas trappings. 


This year again, tables groaning under 
the weight of a holiday feast will be but a 
prewar memory; Christmas toasts will be 
drunk, by all but a lucky few, in nothing 
stronger than water, and Christmas gifts 
will be largely improvised at home. 


The Ministry of Food has stated, for the 
benefit of the harried housewife, that tur- 
keys will be easier to obtain this year, but 
there will still be available only half the 
number of the peacetime supply. However, 
being under very strict Government control, 
this supply will be more evenly distributed. 


Many small shops are planning to raffle 
off their limited turkey allotments. Others 
are optimistically registering customers for 
half a bird, not knowing yet whether they 
will get any supplies at all. 


With dessert and trimmings, the same 
scarcity applies. Plum puddings are scarce; 
those that are on sale are strictly controlled 
as to ingredients and weight—none must 
exceed two pounds. There are no currants; 
the supply of dates is uncertain, figs unlike- 
ly and candied peel non-existent, Nor are 
there oranges or nuts. 


This Year There Are Lemons! 


However, for the first time in three years, 
there will be lemons in Britain; 750,000 of 
them have been imported from Sicily. These 
do not go to the average citizen, but to the 
men in submarines, R. A. F. operational 
crews and inmates of service hospitals. 


Service men and women are guaranteed 
turkey, or at least chicken, for their Christ- 
mas dinners, plus a scarce egg each. And 
they will probably be able to get about four 
ounces of Christmas puddings and mince 
pie per person from the NAAFI (Navy, 
Army, Air Force Inatitutes),

worse off than he is for food, Despite im- 
ports from South Africa, Australia and pos- 
sibly from Portugal, it will be the driest 
Christmas on record, Stocks of wines are 


so low that there will be only enough for 
one-fifteenth of a bottle of either port or 
sherry for each probable consumer. There 
is very little brandy, and virtually no 
whisky. 

Most Christmas decorations have gone by 
the board along with Christmas food and 
drink. Paper decorations, tinsel and col- 
ored candles are unobtainable, although 
there will be a limited supply of Christmas 
trees, holly and mistletoe, For the first time 
in two years, however, there will be flowers 
from Cornwall and the Scilly Isles, since 
the ban on the transport of flowers has 
been lifted. 

Shopping poses more problems this year 
than ever before. Stores close at 4 p. m. 
during the winter in Britain, to save fuel 
and electricity, leaving little time for find- 
ing purchases in stores which are low in 
stock and in help. 


Toys are few and of a low quality, de- 
spite the removal of quota restrictions on 
Dec. 1—two weeks earlier than last year. 
There are, of course, no playthings of cellu- 
loid, rubber or cork, and games are most- 
ly reserved for service men, 


An Exchange for Toys 


Several large British towns have at- 
tempted to solve the toy problems by or- 
ganizing “swap shops,” run by the Women’s 
Voluntary Services. Here mothers can ex- 
change toys which their children have out- 
grown for ones more sujtable for their age, 
the same principle as the various clothing 
exchanges which already exist throughout 
Britain. 


The most popular gifts for adults are 
stationery, antiques, toilet articles, neck- 
laces and belts. The prewar presents of 
pocket books, compacts and shaving sets 
are scarce and expensive, 


Many Britons are trying to escape the 
difficulties of celebrating Christmas at home 
by staying in hotels over the holiday sea- 
son; most hotels have been booked to ca- 
pacity for weeks, However, such persons 
will have to pick hotela near their homes 
because of the atrict travel restrictions on 
everyone, including service personnel. Re- 
patriated prisoners are the only ones exempt 
from travel bans. 


Mr. Grew’s Plea for Loyal Japanese 


From the Baltimore Sun. 


When Joseph C. Grew, our former Am- 
bassador to Japan, pleads for the Japanese 
in this country who are loyal, he should 
have a'hearing. Mr. Grew has long been 
a student of the Japanese. In the decade 
which he spent in Japan, he observed our 
Pacific enemy with penetration. He gave 
warnings about Japan’s military power and 
her craft which were not taken seriously 
by many Americans until after Pearl] Har- 
bor. 

Mr. Grew also knows the Americans 
of Japanese ancestry. His point about them 
now is a simple one. He says those who 
have grown up in the United States are as 
much Americans as men of any other 
derivation in the same environment since 
birth. Some of these people returned to 
the Japanese homeland before the war, Few 
of them could tolerate the kind of life and 
living which they found there, As Mr. Grew 
concludes, “The overwhelming majority of 


those men want to be loyal to us.” He adds, 
“The few who don’t want to be loyal to us 
often say so openly.” 

We have read of the exploits of Amer- 
icans of Japanese descent in their own 
military units fighting in Italy. They are 
excellent soldiers; they make of the wear- 
ing of the uniform a special opportunity 
for the demonstration of their love of 
country. As Mr. Grew suggests, there is 
no doubt that the spirit these soldiers manl- 
fest is present, too, in their kinsfolk who 
because of age or sex or other reasons can- 
not show their American patriotism in such 
dramatic fashion. 

Certainly, Americans should not exclude 
any loyal American from the national fel- 
lowship on the quite irrelevant ground of 
race or ancestry. We should remember that, 
as Mr. Grew says, “it doesn’t make for 
loyalty to be constantly under suspicion 
when grounds for suspicion are absent.”

W hat the FSA Has Achieved 
In One Impoverished County 


‘‘Tenants of the Almighty,’’ by Arthur Raper. (Mae 
millan Co., New York.) 

The land gave and man took. And as he 
took, he gave back nothing, and the land 
became poorer and poorer, and man re- 
ceived less and less. Great gullies appeared 
in the denuded ‘acres of Greene County, 
Georgia, and unpainted houses of landless 
tenants and small-acreage farmers, white 
and Negro, became patched, leaking shelters. 
More and more of them stood vacant as 
hopeless occupants moved away. Then came 
the boll weevil to ravage the county’s chief 
crop. So great was the catastrophe that 
time was measured from its coming. 

In that completely depressed area, various 
local, State and Federal agencies sought in 
vain to ameliorate the abject poverty. Emer- 
gency crop loans helped, but too often they 
merely added to the burden of debt, when 
cotton or peanuts failed, or were sold in a 
low market. After 1933, the CCC, WPA and 
other Federal agencies moved in to aug- 
But it was evident the 
county’s rehabilitation depended on some- 
thing much broader, So in 1939, it was 
made an experiment center, through estab- 
lishment of the Unified Farm Program. 


Largely responsible for the project was 
Dr.. W. W. Alexander, formerly head of the 
Farm Security Administration, who as far 
back as 1927 arranged an extensive survey 
of the county. As FSA head, he knew from 
that survey that potentialities of farm peo- 
ple in the Deep South could be developed 
only by programs that met the real needs. 
Diversified farming, home production for 
home use, soil rebuilding and conservation, 
a restored sense of self-respect, security 
and independence, and family-sized farms 
appeared to be the solution. 

The FSA backed the Unified Farm Pro- 
gram, but all agencies co-operated in carry- 
ing it out. So did the farmers, despite early 
doubts of many, and the inability of some 
to understand the need of planning, organ- 
ization and records. Loans helped replen- 
ish flocks and herds, repair houses, pu 
chase equipment and even land, buy fer- 
tilizer, build schools. Direction rather than 
ordering of the farmers was stressed. They 
were encouraged to work out their prot 
lems as much as possible themselves.

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Y first reaction at reading the description of the Kharkov 
trials, with their accounts of Nazi atrocities in the Ukraine, 
was that they could not be true, so difficult is it for one living 


in civilized society to comprehend, intellectually or emotionally, the 
possibilities in human conduct once inhibitions are removed, 


One must detach oneself from 
one's own times and recall the past, 
to realize that no savage tribe can 
be #0 ferocious as civilized man, 
once he has broken down the bar- 
riers of civilization. One must re- 
read Wynwood Reade’s “Martyr- 
dom of Man,” or Aldous Huxley’s 
“Grey Eminence” to remember that 
the most horrible crimes against 
the human race have been commit- 
ted by peoples with a high level of 
culture. No savage tribe in the 
toman Empire was so brutal as 
the Imperial Court of Rome in the 
days of its decadence, after a 
period in which humane Greek 
philosophy had conquered the Ro- 
man world. Most historians since 
have tried to explain the Neros 
and Caligulas on the assumption 
that they were insane. But a post 
mortem on their brains would 
probably not have revealed this. 
‘They were psychotics, emotional 
madmen. But emotional madness 
is simply the inability to distin- 
guish between good and evil—the 
elimination from the make-up of 
all inhibitions, normally imposed 
from childhood by education and 
religion.

Horrors of the Past. 
HARLES DICKENS opens his 
novel “A Tale of Two Cities,” 

with a description of what preced- 

ed the French Revolution, when 

France was the center of European 

civilization. 

“Under the guidance of Chris- 
tian pastors France entertained 
herself with such humane achieve- 
ments as sentencing a youth to 
have his hands cut off and his 
body burned alive because he had 
not kneeled in the rain to do honor 
to a procession of monks that 
passed within his view at a dis- 
tance of some 50 or 60 yards.” 

Though Christianity has been the 
most humanizing influence, no 
wars in history have been more 
atrocious than religious wars con- 
ducted in the name of Christ. From 
the history of the Thirty Years 
War, between Protestants and 
Catholics, there remains a word 
“the Swedish drink.” The pious 
soldiers of Gustavus Adolphus 
never went into battle without fall- 
ing first on their knees. But when 
they entered villages for loot, their 
favorite procedure was to stuff 
barnyard manure down a peasant’s 
gullet, until he revealed where the 
village treasures lay—or died. 

In Russia herself, when the Red 
Army and the Bolshevist govern- 
ment were battling the White coun- 
ter-revolution aided by the outside 
world, the war against the “Bour- 
geois” was conducted with unlim- 
ited terror, and appalling atroci- 
ties. - 


And in our present tendency to 
hold the whole German people re 
sponsible for this war, we forget 
the camps of Dachau, Oranienburg, 
Sonnenburg Pappenburg, Ester- 
wege, the innumerable 8, A. cel- 
lars, steel pods, tortures, secret ex- 
ecutions, enforced suicides at the 
brink of self-dug graves, by which 
German resistance to Hitler was 
broken or driven underground, and 
the techniques created and crea- 
tures trained for the execution 
abroad of Hitler’s policy.

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Goering Quoted. 

HEN Goering received the 

leading Swedish industrialist 
in Berlin, years before the war, 
and warned him to build up the 
defenses of Sweden against Russia 
“because otherwise we shall occupy 
you to protect you in the coming 
German-Russian war,” he justified’ 
the war on the ground that the 
Ukraine alone offered Germany 
adequate “lebensraum.” When the 
Swede suggested that the Ukraine 
also was occupied by a population 


shall simply sweep them out.” 

Atrocities in Wesern Europe 
have been bad enough, but in Nazi 
ideology, Western Europeans be- 
long to “kindred races” and are 
owed relatively decent treatment. 
The worst Nazi hangmen have 
never been sent to France, Nor- 
way or Holland. The farther east 
one goes the more uninhibited is 
the terror. The massacre of Czech 
students of the Charles University 
—the second oldest in Europe—is 
an uncontested fact, as is the 
Lidice massacre. His eminence, 
Cardinald Hlond, Archbishop of 
Poland, testified in a meticulous 
report to the Vatican of atrocities 
committed in Poland that baffle 
the imagination, .But even Poles 
testify that the lands under the 
jurisdiction of Alfred Rosenberg, 
namely the Baltic, White Russian 
and Ukrainian territories, have 
known a terror before which even 
the treatment accorded Western 
Poland is mild. The fact is that 
the Red Army reconquered Ukrain- 
ian towns that had been all but 
depopulated—as attested by Amer- 
ican correspondents. No known or 
estimated statistics regarding the 
number of Russians deported for 
labor to Germany can account for 
this depopulation,

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chant seamen and others were 
Army men with light artillery ex- 
perience. Later, this crew did ex- 
cellent work and accurate shoot- 
ing. 

“Late that night German planes 
made a dive-bombing attack on 
the anchored ships for 40 min- 
utes. Bombs fell so close to the 
stern quarter that water from the 
geysers sent up drenched the men 
on the after guns. Large quanti- 
ties of shrapnel were picked up on 
deck, but the third mate wrote in 
the log at the close of his watch 
that day, ‘Army stevedores dis- 
charging cargo between bombs, 
bullets and barges.’ 

“The climax to the Joseph Pu- 
litzer’s Sicilian adventures came 
the following afternoon, when a 
single German plane attempted to 
bomb the anchorage. The Liberty 
ship’s after gun, manned by the 
improvised gun crew of merchant 
sailory laid such a perfect pattern 
of shots around it that the plane 
made straight for the beach, at- 
tempting a forced landing. There 
antiaircraft fire got him and after 
this attack we had no further in- 
terference from enemy aircfaft 
during the 10 days we lay off 
Sicily.” 

Carries Prisoners Back. 

Subsequently the Joseph Pulitzer 
returned to Oran and successfully 
carried scores of Navy personnel 
to Palermo, weatherd air raids 
there, carried prisoners of war 
back to Oran and loaded person- 
nel and supplies for the Salerno 
thrust. 

On the convoy voyage back to 
the United States, the Liberty 
ship’s escorts had an encounter 
with a submarine, which was be- 
lieved to have been sunk by the 
escort’s gunfire. “With no further 
incidents,” Capt, Thomas conclud- 
ed, “we arrived home, completing 
what seems to be a rather suc- 
cessful voyage.”

PUBLIC MUST AID PRICE 
CONTROL, BOWLES SAYS 


Co-operative Just as Important 
as Subsidies, OPA Chief 
Points Out. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Whether the Price Administrator 
can hold prices in line in 1944 is 
dependent primarily on the deci- 
sion of Congress in connection 
with subsidies, but stable wages 
and public support also are in- 
volved, Price Administrator Ches- 
ter Bowles said last night. 

“Granting that we get the sub- 
sidy money,” Bowles said in a 
radio address, “we will be able to 
control the cost of living only if (1) 
wages remain at their present lev- 
els, and (2) all of us develop a 
far greater understanding that 
actual compliance with OPA ceil- 
ing prices is a community respon- 
sibility.” 

Of rationing during 1944, the 
OPA chief said: “In general, our 
canned goods supply should hold at 
roughly the present levels. Our 
meat supply should be thoroughly 
ample during the early winter 
months. In the spring, we will 
have somewhat less meat than we 
have at present.” 

The meat ration today, Bowles 
said, is 29 per.cent higher than 
last March whén meat was first 
rationed, 

Gasoline supplies will continue 
tight during 1944, but the passen- 
ger tire situation “should be some- 
what relieved if it is possible to 
produce the 30 million tires con- 
sidered minimum requirement by 
the office of the rubber director,” 
Bowles reported. 

Truck tire supply will continue 
to be “severely short for some 
time,” the Administrator said. 

Reviewing OPA’s efforts to hold 
prices in line, Bowles said the 
cost of living stands approximately 
where it was eight months ago, 
adding: 

“That is a record the whole 
country can be proud of, because 
it is the first time since January, 
1941, that the cost of living has 
been held stable for so long.”

JS. TYPHUS EPIDEMIC 
CONSIDERED UNLIKELY 


Conditions Unfavorable to In- 
sects Spreading Disease, Says 
Dr. Henry Pinkerton. 


Chances for a typhus epidemic 
in the United States are slight be- 
cause the disease is transmitted by 
insect bites and American hygienic 
conditions are unfavorable to the 


transmitting insects, Dr. Henry 
Pinkerton, professor of pathology 
at St. Louis University Medical 
School, told the St. Louis Medica] 
Society last night. 


Delivering the second annual 
Robert J. Terry lecture, Dr, Pin- 
kerton said that cases of typhus 
in this war were numbering only 
in the tens of thousands compared 
with the last war when they num- 
bered in the hundreds of thou- 
sands and millions. He warned 
against over-optimism, however, 
by saying the great outbreak of 
typhus during the first World War 
occurred in its last year. 

Dr. Pinkerton’s address discussed 
in general typhus, spotted fever 
and other rickettsial diseases and 
their control, 

Cmdr. Alphonse McMahon and 
Lt, Cmdr. James MacNish, both 
members of the society, gave “off- 
the-record” reports on their expe- 
riences encountering tropical dis- 
eases in the South Pacific. They 
are both on duty with the United 
States Navy. 

Brig. Gen. Percy J. Carroll, chief 
surgeon, with the American Epedi- 
tionary Forces in Australia, who 
arrived in St. Louis on Sunday for 
the first visit in more than three 
years, also spoke informally to 
the meeting.

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CROMWELL IS DIVORCED) 


BY DORIS DUKE IN RENO 


His Attorneys Say Action 
Will Be Taken to Void 
Decree. 


RENO, Nev., Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Doris Duke Cromwell, heiress to 
the Duke tobacco fortune, obtained 
a divorce yesterday from James 
H. R. Cromwell, former United 
States Minister to Canada. 


She accused him of “a persistent 
and systematic course of mental 
and physical cruelty, and said that 
to preserve her health it was neces- 
sary that they separate, and that 
she has not lived with him since 
May, 1940. Since then, she said, 
she has been “greatly improved in 
physical health and well-being.” 

The decree was granted by Dis- 
trict Judge William McKnight, 
who gave Mrs. Cromwell permis- 
sion to resume her maiden name. 
As Doris Duke she was known as 
“the richest girl in the world.” 

Judge McKnight ruled that she 
was a resident of Nevada, that 
Cromwell had been a resident of 
Washington, D. C., since 1940, and 
that as a consequence New Jersey 
has no jurisdiction over either. 

Cromwell this month obtained 
an order from New Jersey Chan- 
cery Court prohibiting his wife 
from suing for divorce in Nevada, 
a writ based on the Chancery 
Court’s conclusion she was proper- 
ly a resident of New Jersey. 

In Newark, N, J., Meyer E. Ru- 
back and John E. Toolan, attor- 
neys for Cromwell, said “measures 
will be taken promptly to have the 
Reno divorce adjudged null and 
void,” 

Neither attorney would discuss 
what measures would be taken, 
but it is possible under New Jersey 
law to have a divorce granted in 
another state declared invalid if 
proved to have been obtained 
fraudulently, 

Mrs. Cromwell has until Dec. 30 
to appear in New Jersey to defend 
herself in her husband’s divorce 
suit. Cromwell’s attorneys assert- 
ed they would demonstrate their 
client’s bona fide residence in New 
Jersey at the divorce trial, which 
they, said was expected to open 
early in January. 

William Woodburn, Mrs, Crom- 
well’s attorney, said the heiress re- 
ceived a long letter from Crom- 
well yesterday protesting because 
the divorce hearing was closed, 
saying this was “very unfair” to 
him and was doing him “a great 
wrong.” 

It was a default decree. Crom- 
well made no appearance and filed 
no answer.

DEFEAT OF U.S.

still, however, holds his position. 

Subsequently, a group of Ameri- 
cans visited Bolivia and with a 
similar group of Bolivians  sur- 
veyed the situation in the tin 
mines. While their report was 
couched in diplomatic terms, it did 
not conceal their condemnation of 
the conditions they found, 

In a brief visit to Bolivia a short 
time ago, this correspondent got 
some idea of the disparities of 
wealth and poverty and the dis- 
affection that prevails. In Cocha- 
bamba, a pleasant town in the 
Andes at about 9000 feet elevation, 
Simon Patino, the Bolivian ‘tin 
king, has two residences that are 
said to have cost, with their fur- 
nishings, more than 20 million dol- 
lars. 

In the late '20s, Patino sent a 
force of architects and decorators 
from Paris to build a town house 
and a chateau on the edge of the 
town. I went through the town 
house, which contains—ag an ex- 
ample of its munificence—two con- 
cert grand Steinway pianos in per- 
fect tune. There are at least 14 
master bedrooms and baths in the 
house, and the chateau is on an 
even more lavish scale, 

Patino has never seen either of 
these houses. He has a floor at 
the Waldorf-Astoria in New York, 
where he lives most of the time. 
Before the war he was Bolivia's 
permanent Ambassador to Paris, 
living in the French capital in 
sumptuous style. 


Hungry Indians. 


The military Governor of Cocha- 
bamba—a great, strapping, hard- 
boiled professional soldier, who 
could scarcely be suspected of rad- 
ical tendencies—spoke to some of 
us about how wrong it was thae 
one man should have so much 
while most people lived in such 
dire poverty. Indian workers in 
Bolivia chew cocoa leaves, which 
produce a kind of narcosis that 
dulls the pangs of constant hunger. 

The change in government may 
well mean a diminution of the 
supply of tin the United States 
has been receiving from Bolivia. 
While the new government of 
Victor Paz Estenssoro has given 
lip service to the war effort and 
the Atlantic Charter, it has close 
connections with the Ramirez mili- 
tary dictatorship in Argentina, and 
Argentina will almost certainly 
try to get more of Bolivia’s tin, 
rubber and quinine. It will be nec- 
essary for the United States to 
apply harsh economic pressure to 
counter this influence. 

What is most disturbing to many 
observers of Latin - American 
trends here is that the Bolivian 
upset may well be repeated in 
other nations south of the border. 
While small ruling groups have 
bettered their position as a result 
of United States spending, infla- 
tionary price rises have made liv- 
ing more difficult for the mass of 
the people, and this has in turn 
created an opportunity for prop- 
aganda hostile to North America.

Canadians Think Tighter 
Restrictions in This 
Country Will Aid Their 


Overseas Customers. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Canadian newsprint makers said 
today the United States Govern- 
ment may get very little newsprint 
for its proposed stockpile, 

They said that, instead, overseas 
customers of the Dominion should 
benefit from the United States de- 
cision to tighten restrictions on 
use of paper by newspapers and 
magazines despite improvement in 
the newsprint supply outlook. 

This prediction was qualified, 
however, by acknowledgment that 
the United States-British-Canadian 
Combined Production and Re- 
sources Board could order ship- 
ments to of paper to the United 
States in excess of amounts pub- 
lishers will be permitted to use. 

Perplexity was the chief reaction 
of newsprint men to the War Pro- 
duction Board order Monday for a 
23.6 per cent cut on the heels of 
the Canadian Government report 
Sunday that Canada could furnish 
200,000 tons of newsprint monthly 
to the United States, a decrease 
of 5 per cent from 1943 levels. 
Puzzlement deepened when the 
WPB announced yesterday its plan 
to stockpile newsprint. 

It could be pointed out, however, 
that Canadian sources nearly a 
year ago issued optimistic fore- 
casts regarding newsprint supplies 
and that a shortage developed aft- 
erward. Wording of the WPB

WOMAN WORKERS 


Calls for More Cafeterias, 
Rest Rooms and Lock- 


ers to Keep Them on 
War Plant Jobs. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
To encourage women to work and 
keep working in war industries, 
President Roosevelt today called 
for more cafeterias, rest rooms and 
locker facilities, 

He ordered the War and Navy 


Secretaries and the Maritime Com-|: 


mission to make available funds 
and materials necessary to provide 
the facilities in plants under their 
jurisdiction. And, so that similar 
facilities may be provided in pri- 
vate plants, he réquested the War 
Production Board to grant prompt 
allocations of the necessary mate- 
rial 


acted as a result of conferences 
with industrialists. 

Following is the text of Roose- 
velt’s letter to Chairman Donald 
M. Nelson of the WPB: 

“In order to recruit and keep 
man power in war plants, and 


thereby maintain and increase pro-|: 


duction for war, it is. necessary 
that proper cafeterias, rest rooms, 
toilets and locker facilities be pro- 
vided. This is particularly essential 
now because of the necessity of in- 
creasing the number of women em- 
ployed in our war industries. 

“I am informed that many war 
production plants are now badly in 
need of these facilities. As a con- 
sequence much production is being 
lost by loss of time during working 
hours and through induccd absen- 
teeism. 

“Employment of an increasing 
number of women in war produc- 
tion makes it even more important 
that such adequate and proper ‘in- 
plant’ facilities be installed soon. 

“Therefore, in order to prevent 
unnecessary loss of man hours and 
productive effort in our essential 
industries and to.increase the em- 
ployment of women, it is my desire 
that your agency make the neces- 
sary materials available for such 
facilities as may appropriately be 
installed in the plants. 

“I have directed separate letters 
to the Secretary of War, Secretary 
of the Navy and the chairman of 
the Maritime Commission request- 
ing that they provide funds and 
materials for such facilities in 
plants under their respective juris- 
dictions. 

“It is my further request that 
the War Production Board imme- 
diately establish as its policy that 
such facilities are necessary and 
set up the necessary procedures 
for the prompt approval of such 
facilities when submitted by the

ment, or Maritime Commission.”

Board Publication Urges 


Worker-Management Groups 
Be Set Up. 


WASHINGTON, Dee 22 (AP).— 
An official War Production Board 
publication today called on the 
Ford Motor Co. and General Mo 
tors Corp, to set up labor-manage- 
ment committees for “improving 
morale and increasing vital war 


production” in their plants. 


Directed to Henry Ford, presi- 
dent of Ford Motor Co., and Alfred 
P. Sloan,- chairman of the General 
Motors Board, the appeal is in the 
form of an editorial.in the current 
issue of Labor-Management News, 
published by the War Production 


Drive Committee of WPB. The com- 
nmiittee’s function is to spur war 
output through labor-management 
harmony. 

The editorial, entitled “Please, 
Mr. Ford and Mr. Sloan,” and writ- 
ten by Theodore K. Quinn, director 
general of the War Production 
Drive Committee, says almost 4000 
war plants in this country have es- 
tablished labor-management com- 
mittees, and adds: 

“Unfortunately neither Ford nor 
General Motors has so far seen fit. 
to give more than superficial atten- 


\tion to the plan.” 


Citing conditions in Detroit war 
plants “of loafing on the job, in- 
sufficient work, slow-moving oper- 
ations and general indifference,” 
the editorial did not identify the 
plants as Ford or General Motors. 

These conditions, the editorial 
said, were “recently disclosed in 
hundreds of letters to a Detroit 
newspaper,” and added that they

In North Italy.

NAPLES, Dec. 22 (AP). — The 
Germans, faced with a growing re- 
volt in occupied Italy, were re- 
ported today to have evacuated 
large sections of Rome in apparent 
preparation to destroy these areas 


and perhaps eventually to aban- 
don the capital entirely. 

With the Allied armies now ap- 
proximately 80 miles from Rome, 
the sectional evacuation presuma- 
bly was to permit engineers to 
plant mines and dynamite on a 
large scale, as was done in Naples 
prio: to its abandonment. 

The German military command- 
er for Rome ordered suspension 
of all street, highway and rail 
traffic inside and outside the capi- 
tal between 7 p. m. and 7 a. m, 
Violators receive the death pen- 
alty. 

Farther north in the industrial} 
areas of Italy sabotage has been 
[| growing and there has been an in- 
crease in outbreaks between Ger- 
man troops and Italian guerrillas 
operating in small but highly mo- 
bile bands. In Turin and Milan, 
especially, the Italians are rebell- 
ing, and a German General has 
nei been placed in direct control of 
Aithe two districts with power of 

life and death over the workers. 

The situation behind the German 
line was reported by trustworthy 
sources to be “more serious than 
in any of the European countries 
that are under complete German 
occupation.” 

More than 20 persons were killed 
and 50 wounded in a street clash 
yesterday at Milan during the fu- 
neral procession for Fascist Com- 
missar Aldo Resega, Swiss frontier 
reports said. 

Rifle shots and grenades fell 
upon the cortege from windows 
along Cardusio place where anti- 
Fascists had posted themselves. 
Fascists and Nazi troops returned 
the fire. 

The Germans said Resega was 
killed by Italian “terrorists.”

most enterprising newspaper editors, “For the past few 

years I have watched surveys of newspaper reading habits,” 
he commented. “I have noticed that pictures, whether good, bad 
or indifferent, seem to rate very high in attention attracting 
value. Apparently they contrast with the printed page and 
thus have a unique advantage. But many people who glance 
at a picture may turn away within a few seconds. Don’t you 
think a printed column that holds the readers for several 
minutes may be more valuable than an equal space devoted to 
a picture that catches greater attention but doesn’t hold it?”

IN PSYCHOLOGY we ‘have lately coined the word 
“attensity” to measure the very thing that this astute editor 
has in mind. “Attensity” combines both attention value, plus 
intensity or duration of that attention. Suppose a newspaper 
runs a full page of pictures. Probably 100 per cent of the 
readers will glance at some portion of that page, for pictures 
do have tremendous attention attracting value. But if you 
were to use a stop watch and measure the time they spent on 
that ‘full page, perhaps they wouldn't average two minutes 
_ @piece, if that. The product of the percentage of readers 
attracted thereto, multiplied by the average time, gives the 
attensity value. Here it would be 100x2 or 200.

A FULL PAGE of a standard newspaper contains: eight 
columns. This daily psychology feature doesn’t total quite one 
full column, Suppose we filled that picture page with eight or 
nine varied columns like this one. Would the attensity value 
be greater or less? If not more than 50 per cent of all readers 
stopped to look at any of these eight or nine printed features 
on our test page, but if they averaged five minutes to the page, 
the attensity value would be 50 times 5, or 250. Thus, it would 
exceed the value of the full page of pictures that attracted the 
eye of every reader. Moreover, if it caused you to write for 
psychological bulletins, patterns, recipes, etc., the latter would 
be valuable by-products of the page that later would be dis- 
seminated throughout the newspaper’s circulation area. Modern 
journalists are beginning to give heed to this attensity value

HE rationed food lists, which appear regularly in the 
T newspapers, answer far better than I can the reader who 

asks what she can serve at a shower party that will not 
require food points. She also tells me she is sure other readers 
will also welcome the same suggestions. 


Since a shower is never, so far as I have ever heard, a 
meal-time party, food hardly seems a major problem. Even but- 
ter for sandwiches can be replaced by liver paste and peanut 
butter; and other sandwich fillings such as chopped egg and 
chicken require no points.

NE who becomes famous for 
her extra good food is a clean, 
careful, well-informed cook, we 
may be sure. Any food flavor 
deteriorates as soon as it is com- 
bined carelessly with other food. 
For example, one can’t prepare a 
delicious applesauce, though one 
starts out with fine apples, and 
put them into a kettle that still 
as a residue of the last cocoa and 
oatmeal that was codked in it. If 
one wants to whip some evapo- 
rated milk or cream for a dessert, 
one can’t expect a good clean-cut 
flavor if that milk or cream has 
been open in the refrigerator and 
exposed to flavors coming from a 
spicy leftover beef stew, a couple 
of oranges, a green pepper and 
some cabbage. One can’t make 
cookies or cakes of superior flavor 
if her spice jars or tins are half- 
way open, or have stood in a cab- 
inet over the radiator. Spices are 
as volative as fine perfume, and 
if we allow the fragrance to waste 
in the kitchen air, we just can’t 
expect to get much: more than 
dust to add to our food. Heat is 
very hard on spices, especially 
those that are ground. 


Then a good cook is not a 
dawdler. She organizes her think- 
ing, her material and her work, 
and then proceeds with dispatch. 
A clean neat kitchen is essential 
to organized thinking. The woman 
who sees that she has everything 
in readiness before she begins, the 
one who cleans up as she works, 
is able to see her work through 
clear to the end. Intelligently and 
quickly prepared food should be 
good to look at and good to eat. 
Too much and too long manipu- 
lation spoils the best of food.

Pan-fried ham, two pounds butt- 
end cuts (12 brown points). Cut 
ham in one-fourth inch slices. Melt 
one tablespoon bacon drippings in 
a heavy skillet until sizzling hot, 
and lay in the ham slices. Cook 
quickly until fat on edge is 
browned, turning from time to 
time to cook evenly. Ham is done 
when fat is browned. Serve hot. 
Any kind of ham—raw, baked or

N Sunday, by the midnight 

train, we left Washington for 

New York City. There we 
barely had time to wash up and 
breakfast at the apartment before 
starting off for Hyde Park. The 
train seemed almost empty, since 
‘we are now so accustomed to over- 
crowding when we travel. 


We had a very comfortable trip 
and I read the morning papers 
and an article by Mr. Hiram 
Motherwell, as well as an article 
by a soldier on what the soldier 
is concerned about. Almost before 
I knew it, we were well up the 
Hudson River and in the midst of 
what ee a good, healthy 
snowstorm, ut, by the time we 
reached Poughkeepsie, the sky was 
cleared and a deep wonderful 
blue. The landscape is a wintry 
one with only the evergreen trees 
giving color to the woods. 

We went over to my cottage for 
a few minutes just to make sure 
that everything was well, since I 
am not going to open it on this 
trip.

age, the correct bidding of four~- 

card- suits is pretty much of a 
mystery to the average player. He 
has particular difficulty with the 
type of holding shown in the 
South hand, below 

North, dealer. 

Both sideg vulnerable. 


E VEN in this enlightened bridge 


North, of course, opens with one 
diamond, and East passes. Now it 
is up to South to select the proper 
response. 

The impulse of many players 
would be to respond with one 
spade, their idea being to show the 
lower ranking heart suit on the 
next round—in short, to bid their 
two major suits in normal order. 
On this basis the bidding would in- 
evitably go: | 

ores> 0 Fess 
Pass 2 hearts Pass 

At the questioned point North 
probably would jump to three no 
trump, although he might more 
conservatively bid only two no 
trump.. In either case North-South 
are skating on thin ice, 

The expert in South’s position 
does not respond to the opening 
diamond bid with one spade. He 
prefers to bid one heart. His rea- 
son is that he correctly appraises 
his holding as worth only one vol- 
untary response. That being so, he 
wants to make it easy for his part- 
ner to mention the spade suit, and 
the one heart response permits « 
spade rebid at the one level. 


It is important to observe that 
South should not always follow this 
policy. Whether his first response 
should be one heart or one spade 
depends entirely on the strength of 
his hand. If, for example, wé im- 
prove the South holding as follows 
pew lghe 9¥KQ102 $983 482 
it now becomes correct for South 
to respond first with one spade be- 
cause he can afford to mention the 
heart suit voluntarily at his next 
turn. It is this factor that deter- 
mines the order in which responses 
should be selected.
